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part prooue, worſethen their, parents, le/dome any better, 
but inthis King it fell out otherwiſe+ : For hisfather was 
a man of cuil] dilpolition, much giuen to ryor and exceſle, 
and greatly led by ſicophants and flatterers, of which. ſort 
thc principal} were 'twoo Noble men of the houſe of xhe 
Spencers. Theſe fo bewitched che Kings minde, that by 
their counſell and jhftigation hee put todeath ſome twoo 
and tweaty of the hiefcft Barons of Enplana, and not ſo 
contented, baniſhed alſo his Wife and her Son wholy our 
ofthe Realme. Butthe Queeneat length,through the af- 
ſiftance of her faithfull friends beeing brought backe with 
her Sonne'inro Expland, not onlye exacted molt ſenere 
puniſhment vppon choſe flatterers-che Father and the Son, 
bur further for diuers graue and weighty conſiderations, by 
authority of Parliament remooued her huſband from ru-

The King of England proceeding in his purpoſe, with 
thepower of his confederates beſieged ( ambray to recoucr 
it apaineto the Empire, Burt the Citie was ſo. well prout- 
ded both of -munitionand viQuall, that hee attempted it in 
vaine : wherefore abandoning the fiege, hee paſſed with 
his forces into Fraunce, ih wo | 

Aſloone as the Engliſh army was entred into Fravnce, 
the Earle of Flexarlt, who of late ſucceeded in the roome 
of his deceaſed Farther, and had been preſent at the fiege of 

Cambray (as a matter of dutye in regard it concerned the 
Empite) refuſed now any longer to ſ{erue the King of Eng- 
lard tor feare of diſpleafing the French King, 'becauſe-hee 
thoughtthat in this warre the King of Evgland rather in- 
tended his own bulinesthen the affaires of the Empire.

| That the Earle of Flawnders followed the French King as 

we haue declared, whilſte the Flemmings tooke part with 

che Engliſh, let it not ſceme firaurge toany, for thus ftan- 

deththe caſe. This Jaques of Artexillwhome we ſpake of 
before, was become ſo popular and growne to ſuch autho- 

ritic anzonelt the commons, that the Earle himiſelfe could 

finde no ſafe abyding in his own country, but was conſirai- 

ned for thatcauſe rocommit himſelfe ro the proteRion of 


the French King, | 
A truce taken, The fiege of Towrney continued ſome three moneths, 


during which ſpace /ave of Valoys the French kings fifter, 
and mother tothe Earle of Herawlt,laboured very carnelt- 


ly to procure a compolition. At lengrh ſhee obcained thus 


much, that a day was appointedfor a mecting to be had 


berweenethe Lords of Frawnceand England, where they a- 
greed ypana truce for twelue months ſpace, 'with conditi- 
on that cach party ſhould hold whatſoeuer he had gotten 


by battell. Herevppon the armies were both diſmiſſed. 
And this further was concluded, that ata certain time pre» 
fixed within the yeare, another treatie ſhould be had at 
Arras, where commiſſioners from both Princes, and from 


Pope Clement ſheuld meete together, and this likewiſe 
was petformed. There the Engliſhmen demaurded much, 
and the French men profered nothing, ſaue the Earledome 


of Ponthiew, which was giuen before in dowrie to King 
Edwards mother, when ſhee married into England... More 
then thus was nothing done in this treaty, onely another 


ycereaddedto the truce, and the King of Evglandreturned

When things were thus ſet ata ay, and thatthe Duke

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of Britaine prepared to returne into his owne country, he The occaſion © 
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was ſeiſed yppon in his journey by a moſt. violent ficknes, of the warres 
wheicof in thort ſpace he dyed, leauing behind no lawfull 2 97#ane. | 
iflue male to ſucceed him. H e had two brothers,of whome 
the one which was Earle of £onntfort, was his brother 
onely by the fathers fide, the other both by father and mo+ 
ther, but he died before him leauing ifſue one only daugh= 
ter, whome the Duke of Britainein his life time joyned in 
marriagero Charles of Bloys filters Son to Phillip the Erench cy,pjecof 
King. » For the Duke fearing ir might ſo fall out, that after Bloys, 
his deceaſe his brother the Earle of Iſonntforet would ſeife 
the ſeigniory off Britaine into his owne handes, and by that 
meanes diſpoſtefle, and as it were difinherite the lawfull 
daughter of his brother by the whole bloud, thought good 
to prouide a ſtay for the Lady by- marriage, and therefore 
his delire was the rather to match her to the kings ne- 

phew, becauſe ifthe other ſhould make any atteprt hereaf=

| Forthe Eatle of 2Zownrfort hadno ſooner vnderſtanding of Y 


his brochers death, but chat partly by force, & partly by c6- 
poſition he poſlefied himſe]fe ofthe greaterpart of Britane. 
And then the betrerto ſypporte his cauſe and ablih his 
eltate, he went ouer to the King of Exg/and, where relating 
the whole diſcourſe of his proceedings, he receiued from 
him the; inveſliture of his dukedome.

| Evgp/and conſidering that by this meanes he might haue a 


ready paſlage through Britameinto Fraurce, promiſed both 


his councell and furtherance to the newe Duke againſt his 
cnemie, whether it were the French King or any other 
whoſoeuer.. Forhe had loſt the French kings fauor before, 
euer Hnce he brought in the Germaines to ſerue in his 
watres, Yppon whome he had ſpent ſuch a huge maſſe. of . 
money , -withous accompliſhing any notable enterpriſes. 
And this-js the true cauſe and otiginall ground of this 
WaTre. yes | 
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"enterpriſes of Zoun:fort made great complaint of him to 
theFrench King. ' After conſultatiou had, the King com- 
maunded that the Earle ſhould be ſummoned to the Par- 
lament of Paris, The Earle came, and after ſome deba- 
tings on both fides, he was enioyned by the King not to 
depart the Citie for a certaine Leaſor, Neuertheleſle he 
conucyed himſelfe ſecretly away, and ſo ſentence was gt- 
uen with (harles. It was a great blot in Adowuntforts cate 
that he had been inuefted in his Duchie by theKing of Eng- 
land. And thervppon the French King denouncing Charles 
to be rightfull heyre, encouraged him with his own mouth 
to recouer by force of armes the ſcigniorie due ynto him 
both by iudgementof law andright of inheritance z pro= 
miſing not only his owne ayde, bur procuring other Lords 
alſo to aſſiſt himin the maintenance of his rightful quarrell, 
The warre was vndertakea (in the behalfe of (havles) with 
the power of the Peeres of Frawnce his friendly afliſtants, 
Befides other, at length the Citieof Narts (the principall 
in thoſe partes) was forced by aſſault. There Aountfort 
himſclte was taken'priſoner, and from thence conueyedto 
Paris to the King, by whoſe commaundenient being caſt 
in priſon, he there ended his life. His Lady in the nieane 
time bearing her fortune with atrue manlike reſolutions 
encouraged the fainting hearts of her people, and both for- 
tified with Garriſons and furniſhed with viduals; the reſt of 
the holdes yer vataken by the enemie, 

Vppon concluſion of the truce between the kings of Exg- 
lana and Fraunce, and difloluing the fhege before Towrnay, 
the King of England returning home,  perceiued what 
great winagabcy he Scottes had wrought to his country in 
the meane while : wherevyppon' he afſembled ani'Armie. 
TheScottes being prefled with oreat extremitie in the ab- 
ſence of the King, purchaſed a truce of the Engliſh vppon 
condition , that if within foure moneths ſpace the King 
did not prouide for the reſcue, they ſhould yeeld. -[This 
was ſignified to the King of Scottes, whoithereyppon re- 
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, rurned, and being ayded with forraine power, wonne cer-

of Durham was one, where no-mercy was ſhewen to no & ſacked by: 
ſex, age, nororder whatſoeucr, but the very churches and the Scottiſh, 
all were conſumed with fire, Afcerward percetuing that 
by further proſecutiug his enterpriſe, he did but loſe his la» 
. bour, andynderſtanding moreouer thatthe King of Eng. 
land approached with a mightie power, yppon deliberati- 
on with his counſell, he retired : In the meane while mi- 
niftring proffers of a truce which notwithſtanding he had 
no intention to admitte till he had firſt taken aduiſe of the 
French King with whome he was formerly confederate, 
The Lordes of Frawnce departing outof Britaine for no 
other reſpeR but becauſe the winter whether compelled - 
them, returned againe with their forces inthe beginningy 3 4 2, 
of Sommer, purpoling to bring the reſt of tharDuchy in 
ſubietion, Whereof the Lady of Iſowntfort being ad- 
uertiſed, ſhee ſent ambaſladours tothe King of England, 
reqQuiring ayde vppon this condition, that her Son whome 
ſhee had borne by the Earle of Homnrforr, ſhould take ts 
wife ſome one of the kings daughters. But the ſuccours 
which heſent for, the ſpace of wellnere twoo moneths to- 
gether were toſt yppon the Seas with ſtormes and contras \ 
rie windes, in ſuch fort as they could by no meanesattaine- 
to their deſired porte, ſorthatin the meane ſeaſon certaine 
places were recouered by the French men, But it is admi- 
zxable to relate with what courrage and flowtneſſethe- La- 
dy Mownfert demeaned her ſelte : Fot ſhee was not only | 
contenc to fortific ttronge holdes, and encourage her fol- The gallane 
lowers with comfortable ſpeeches, but ſhee alſo put on ar- carriage and 
mor henſelfe, and attended witha troupe of horſe, came like behas 
intorhe open field and prouoked her cnemie.

taine holdes from the Engliſh. Amongſt other the Citie purbars talks © 
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out io long till atlaſtthe Englith forces which had wan 
dred a great while vppon the Seas, arriucd to herreſcue. 
A cercaine French captaine called Lewis of Spaine,tooke 
the Citie of Dinazt in Britaine by compoſition, the Citi= 
Zens hauing {laine their goucrnour in the markerplace,be- 
cauſe he retuſed toyeeld it. Another Citie necre adioy- 
ning named Geranud, was taken by the ſame Capraine by 
force ; where noc{o much as Children and little infants, 
nor the Temples conſecrated to Gods ſeruice, couldeſcape 
the yttermolt rigourof warre, but were all deſtroyed with 
fire and Sword, The Duke was-much difpleaſed with 
this impious cruelty, and worchylie cauſed the authors of 
ſuch wickednefleto be hanged, - He alſo recciued the ci- 
tic of Vannes vppon compolition withour conſent of the 
captaine, and many other places beſides. To beſhort,:di- 
_ uerſeencounters paſſed both by Sea and Land with varia« 
ble fortune on both ſides. Arowne' and Caſtle in thoſe 
partes called Hamibont, was aſlaulted with great violence, 
but defended with more valour, for therin at thattime re 
mayacd che Ducheſſe of BYuaize whome weeſpake of be-= 
tore, The French men/ perceiuing they ſpent their time 
invyaine, andthar Winter began ro approach, perſwaded 
Charles of Bloys to diſmifls his Armie, and withall to take 
a truce, and place his ſouldiers in Garriſon, It was fo 
cone, and the Ducheſſe fayled oner ro the King of Eng- 
land, who ſent an Armieinto Britaine againtithe French 
met). Fall 
About this time, the noble men of Exgland counſelled 
their Kingtorake a tedfafttruce with the $Scorttes for three 
yeeres ſpace itit might be - ſhewing how greaca burthen 
it would be to him toſupporte ſo huge achargediof wars 
round abour him, in Scor/and on the one fide, in Fraxzre on 
the other, Hereyppon Ambaſladours' were ſent ro the 
Scottiſh King, but nothing could be effeQed, for he would

ſubucrſion. But in the meane time, by the mediation of

AstheEnglith menlay in leaguer before acertaine Caſ-

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tle, the ſouldiers put their Captaine in, hotde becauſe he re- 
fuled to yeeld it ypro the enemy, and would by no meanes 
graunt his liberty, but yppon conſent to their requeſt, In 
theend he conſented, and afterward comming to Tholeuſe, 
was there arrained of treaſon, and hanged vppona gibber 
for his labour. The rowne of R4yo# was likewiſe rendee 
red into the Eneliſhmens handes, but rhe Caftle was Qill 
maintained by S Captaine, The Engliſhmea therefore 
drew a mine, & ouerthrew a great part of it to the ground: 
then the captaine conſidering his4miminent perill,abando- 
ned the place and lefrthe Caſtle to the Engliſh. They alſo 
receiued Anpoleſme by compolition, after a moneths reſ- 
pit which the cownſemen had requeſted yppon khopetobe 
releeued inthe meane time by the French King. 

Ir is formerly tolde you of /aqyes de Artewiil how he 
was growne ſo great among the Flemwings,thatthe Earle 
himſclfe could haue no ſafe' recourſe into his own country, 
Bur at length: hee receiued the iufte reward, $f a ſediti- 
ous rebell. He had giuen great hope tothe King of 
England, that hee would procure the- whole \countrey 
of Flawnders by generall conſent to accept him-for their 
ſoueraigne,- And for accompliſhment hereof the King of 
Ergland with a well furniſhed nayic arriued in the bauen; 
of Flaunders,- The matter was propounded to: the come 
mons,andall forthe molt part ſeemed well affected to the 
King of England, But the Gauntoys tooke this praiſe in 
meruailous ill part, and when /aquzes returned into the Ci-

Afﬀeer his 
death, CAMargaret Princeſie of Henamlt and wife ro Lewis 
of Bavier the Empcrour, tooke poſieflion of this Earle- 

dome. TheFrench King was very deſirous to draw vato 0 + 
his partie one Sir /ohn of Henanlt, a worthy Gentleman 
anda gallant ſouldier, who had formerly done great ſer- 
uice to the King of Exgland. The matterwas atrempted 
by divers meanes, and when no other would take efteR, 
this deviſe was pur in praQtiſe : to infinuate into his con- 
ceit, that the King of England had a purpole to withdrawe- 
from him, his penſions and yeerely entertainments, He 
e2ue ſuch credit tothis report, that forthwith he wholy 
cfiranged himſclfe from the King of ©»g/and,and yeelded 
his ſcruice ro the French King. | 

When the French King vnderſtood that the Engliſhmen 

waſted Aquitaine, and had wonne many townes and for- 
trefjes there, he levied his forces, amounting to the num- 
ber of an hundreth thouſand men, Ouer this armic he ap= 
pointed his Sonne John Duke of Normandy to be Lieyere- 
nantGenerall,” To the French kings ayde cane Ozer Duke 
of Burgundy, with his Sonne Ph:llipEarle of Artoys and 
Boloine, borh of them excellently well accompliſhed for 
the warr. They recouered the towne of Avngoleſme, 8 laid 
hepe to the caſtle of Agwiliion, gorcen before by the Eng- 
liſhmen vppencompotiion, then which there was not a 
ſtronger nor better fortified in thoſe quarters. The win- 
ning thereof was by ſundry meanes attempted.

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The King of E-g/and vndetſtanding in what diſtreſſe his 
men were, rayſed wcontinently a power of fourteen thous 
ſand ſouldiers. He was accompanied amongſt other with 
his Son Edward Prince of Fales,and a certain Freach Genes 
tleman called Godfrey of Harecourt , who being expulſed 
his country by the French King, fled to the King of Fugland 
for ſafegard of himſelfe,and reucnge of his iniuriesztor the 
French King had ſeized vppon all his poſſeflions,, This 
Godfrey was the cauſe thatthe King of England directed 
his courle into Normandy, being otherwile purpoled ro 
ſayle into efAguitaine. He divided his Armic into three 
partes, whereof rwo raunged along the ſea coaſt, waſting 
the fields, ſacking divers rownes, and leading away their 
priſoners, leaſt afterward they might gatherto a head and 
worke then ſome diſpleaſure. The third wherein was the 
King himſelfe, marched through the maine land, making 
bauocke of all things, and euery night they merte all cope- 
ther againe at the kings campe. 

The French King in the meanetime cauſed ſuch an ar- 
mie tobe raiſed, asa more puiſſant had not beene ſcene in 
Frannce of many yeeres, Letters were alſo addrefſed ro- 
the King of Bohemiatorayde, who atthar time highly fa- 
uouredthe FrenchKing. The Engliſhmen tooke a yery rich 
towne in Normandy called Saint Lypes, and afterward ha- 
flened:to the fiege of another much richer called (ae, bar- 
rowing that name of the riues running by it. The town(< 
men were purpoſed to haue giuen battell to the Engliſh. 
men in the field : but being people vnexperienced in 
armes,#t the firſt fight of the eneane, they fled backe again 
intothetowne.

a certaine veheraent and wonderfull defie to fight, he re 
moued to Amiexce. The King of Erglandaflayed topaſſe 
his acmie ouer the river Some, butthere was neither foord 
knowne, nor bridge poſſible to be taken, they were all fo 
ſurely carded by the Fiench men.

Aﬀeer the King of E»gland had obtained this notable 
victorie, he cooke his way direQly towards Calice, and cn- 
vironning the .towne with a {tronge fiege, there planted 
himſelfe, io purpole not to depart before he had conftrai- 
ned them to yeelde for famine, Meane while-the French 
King ſent word to his Soane the Duke of Normandy, lying

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parted, he aſſembled ro*he numberot fix thouſand men, 
and caunging through a great part of the countrietherea- 
bouts, atiength tooke Poitiers by afſault, and then retur- 
ning againe to Burdeaux, diſmiſſed his ſouldiers, leauing 
no Garriſon in Poitiers, becauſe the towne was ytrerlie 
raced.

The French king had provided a great power of ſhips 
ping, intending to ſend his brothet the Duke of Burgindy 
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with an army of choyce ſouldiers to make wartes in Zng- 
land. The King of England having intelligence thereof, 
made preparation according, and determined to recciue . 
them with ſomeentertainement in their paſſage, More. 
over heſent his Sonne the Duke of Lancaſter with certaine 
forces to Cabce 53 which when the French King vnder- 
ſtood, bytheadvile of hiscounſell he altercd his purpoſe, 
iudging it the better courſe toencounter with his enemie, 
when he Fad already paſſed the Seas of his owne acco1d. 
Hereyppon the Duke of Burgundy was {et forth well ap- 
pointed, whoat ſuch time as be lay encampcd neere his e- 
nemy, notwithſtanding he were of much greater Pulile 
ſance , yet would he not adyentare to giue him bartell, 
vnlefſe he had expreſle direction for the ſame from the king 
his brother.

My author reporteththat a certaine Engliſh captaine, 
aman of approoved valour and diſcretion avd withall ve- 
ry forwnace in his affayres, hauing one day oblerved afaire 
oportunitie, would haue artemprcd ſome exploit yppon the 
enemy: andto the intent the bertet to effe his purpoſe, 
hadrequeſtedan EngliſhEarle to guard him with certaine 
horſemen for the performance of his enterpriſe.

Many aſſaults were giuen and thoſe ye. d*b«ge% 
ry violent, but the french King then abyding at Reay, ſent 
anarmy, whoſe comming ſomewhat abated che fury of the 
aſlaylants, and gaue a ſtop ro their proceedings.

Wherewith the King of Spaine was fo vehement- 
ly mooued, that he rayſed an army of ſome forty thouſand, 
in purpoſe to bauec befieged Tide, rhe place where the 
King of Naxarre wintered, But by mediation of goed 
men, a meanes was found to make peace between them, 
W hich was, that Charles the King of Naxarres ſon ſhould 
take to wite the King of Spaines daughter, andihe King 
of Spaines Sonne ſhould likewiſe marry the King of Na- 
warres daughter. This Choler(as we told you) had been 
detained certaine yeercs by the french King : but at fuch 
time as this treaty of marriage tooke efte&, ypon the king 
of Spaines requeſt, he was honourably ſenthome to her fa- 
ther.

The French king being a rotable politicke Prince, and 
of ps experience in mattersof ſtate, tothe intent he 
might more commodiouſly maintaine his warres-againſt | 
the Engliſh, featan ambaſſadour into Scotland ro FO 
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theScottiſhKing inamity and frendſhip, This man arti- 
uing by the way at Since in Flaweders from whence he pur- 
poſed to haue proceeded on his iouruey, was by the magi- 
ſtrate of the towne brought before the Earle then remay- 
ning at Bruges : where by occaſi6 of ſome vndilcreet ſpee- 
ches, he was reprooved and ſharpely checkt with tearmes 
of reproch, both bythe Earle of Flannders himſelfe, and 
by the Duke of PBriraize z inucying carne{Uy againſt ſuch 
kind of perſons, as the chicfe cauſers of all diflention and 
vaquietnes . There were others alſo which pur him in 
fearethat if he commitred himſclfe to ſea, it was likely that 
the Engliſhmen lying in waight for ſuch oportunities, 
would intercept him in his paſſage. Hcreyppon altering 
his purpoſes he returned into Fraxrce without diſpatch of 
his commiſſhon : aud vppon the report he made of theſe 
watrters, the french King wrote very ſharpe letters torhe 
Earle of Flawnders, exhorting and adviſing himas he ten- 
" dred his owne welfare, that he ſhould not foſter his ene- 
my the Duke of Britaine. When the Earle had imparted 
theſe letters to his counſell, there were none but perſwa. 
dedhnn, thata baniſhed Princeforced in ſuch ſort to flye 
his country, was by all meatiesto be releeued ; manyof 
them boaſting, thatif it ſhottld. cometo the puſh to haue 
warres for the watter, Flaxnders was able to withſtand the 
vrtermoſt that Fraunce could doe, Neuettheles the duke 
of Britaine ſhortly after of bis owne accord departed into 
England, andthe minds and afteRions of his people began 
co incline more fauourably rowardes him then in former 


times they kad done.

The Scottiſh King alfo in- 
clined to Clement, Lewis Earle of Flawnders affirmed bold= 
ly, that open iniurie was offered toYrbare : the Henawlters 
ſtood newter, adhering neither tothe one, nor the other, 
Pope Clement the better to confirme his cauſe, direcd 
the Cardinall of Poytiersirito Fremnce and the countries ad- 
joyning, to publiſh in allplaces where he came, how Y7- 
bare had beene by force and violence vuterly againſt the 
willes of the Cardinalles,intruded into the papacie. It was 
an caſe matter to perſwade the French men, who had al- 
ready given ſentence on his ſide. The Earles of FHerayle 
and Barbaxd, oniited notto gile him all honourable and 
curtcousentertainmeirt, bur toraught elſe, there was ®- 
Ing to be obtayned at their handes. The Farle of Flayn- 


derihad fent him word long before, that he had no deſire to

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Therefore if thou wilt followthy: fathers counſell, match 
thy ſelfe toa Prince that is rich and powerfull whoſe pu« 
iſſance may be able to defend both thee and thy poſſeſſ- 
ons. And if ithappen thatthou haſte no iflue , them make 
conueyanceofall thy patrimony according tothe direRion 
ofthe Pope then being. This my father Rybere enioy- 
ned me at his death, and this (to diſcharge my ſelfe of 
that duetie ) Ilikewiſe giue in charge tothee againe. When 
the father had diſcourled much more to this effet, the 
daughter deuoutly promiſed inthe preſence of many, that 
ſhe would not faile in her duety for the pertorniance of 
his commaund, After her fathers deceaffle, ſhe was mar- 
ryedto Andrewthe brotherof Lewis the King of Hungary: 
bur of this marriage procecdedno iſſue, be reaſon thac her 
husband dyed very young. Afterward ſhe matcht her 
ſelfero Charles prince of Tarent, and by him badonly one 
daughter. Againlt this Charles, the King of Hungary mo- 
ued warres,and ſubdewed from him the countries of A- 
p#liaand Calabria, Charles himfeife being likewiſe taken 
Phiſone: in battelland carryedawaygiite Hergary where 

ecnded his life. After him ſhe marryed tothe King of 
CMatorica, and ſent Ambaſiadours into Freanceto Lew- 
75 of Navarre (of whome we haue formerly made menti= 
on) for the concluding of a match berweene him and her 
daughter. Who taking his 1ourney for the ſame incent, 
deceaſſed by the way before he could atraine the accom- 
pliſhmentof his purpoſe. The King of CMaioricain hope 
to recover his 5 fo inheritance, 'prepared to make ſharp 
warres ypon the King of Arragon, by whome it was with- 
holden from him. Flis wife deſirous to retaine him ill 
athome, difſwadedhim all ſhe could from his intended 
enterpriſe, alleadging howhe already enioyed a kingdom 
large and flouriſhing ſufficient of itſeife ro maintaine ple- 
ty cuen with ſuperfluitie : but ſhe could not preuaile.

Now during his ab= 
ſeace, vppon theſe occaſions his wife ſenta meſlenger to 
the French King, requeſting him that oar of his royall curs 
teliehe would be a meanesto procure hera matchfor her 
daughter, ſuch a one as both tor thenobilitie of his birth 
and the worthineſle of his perſon, were fitting for her e- 
Nate 2 ro the intent that ſo ample & rich poſleſſions mighr 
not at any time fall jntothe hands of ſtraungers, The frech 
king moued with her reaſonable pericion,ſenr a kinſman of 
of his, vnto whome ſhe willingly eſpouſed her daughter. 
The King of faiorica as 18 ſhewed before, ended his life 
inthe purſute of his enterpriſe ; After his death the Queen 
marryed againe the fourth rime, Whereatthe King of 
Hungaries nephew named Charles, concciving great of- 
fence, made warres vponthe new king, and beheging him 
in a certajnecallle yppon the ſea coalt,atthe winning ther= 
of ( which was by compoſition ) he tooke boch him and 
her priſoners, and wirhthem alſo her daughter and her 
huſband, which vnfortunare payre itforruned ſoone after- 
ro exchange this life for abctrer, The king and his wife 
were both releafed, vppon condition that they ſhould ſur 
render Apaliaand Catabris. Which when Charles had 
once. gotteninto! his. poſſeſſion, rhenceforth eſtabliſhing 
hiseftate, & augmenting his puiſlance by ioyning in league 
with the princesraund about him, he gaped alſo for the 
kingdomes of Naples, Sicill, and Province.

The men cf Brages endeauourcd with great labour and 
coltro drawe the rtuer Lyſa from Gawrnt to their towne yz & 
for efteRing thereof, kept well nere five hundreth wenat 
worke, The Gazntoyes being certifyed of their proceedings, 
beganto makcſome ſtirre and to ſhewthemlielues diſcon+ - 
tent with thematter, There was at that time in Gawnt a 
meruailous faftious fellowe andyecy popular, called /ohn 
Lyon, one that applyed his wholeftudicapd induſtry to in- 
cenſe the people againſt their. Prince ,*- His counle)l being 
demaunded by the commons ju this matters with. a ſer 


thefaction of fpecch and compoſed countenance, he made anſwere to

this cffte, That in truth this atcempr of the'men of Bru- 
ges was notto betollerared, but withall, that.an auncient 
cultome of the cittie ( very !audable though atthar time 
growne out. of vic.) was neceffaryto be renued , namely, 
that all ſuchas were defirous ofthe aiincient libertie.hould 
weare white cappes, For (fayd he) the Gawuntoyes haue 
had many and thoſe very .notable priueledges abouc 0- 
thcrs, whichby little and little were-now worne out of 
date and vtteily extinguiſhed, to the great wrong & pre- 
judice of the citizens: and tfthey would be ſo contented 
ſill, it would come 'to paſſe inthe end, thar euen thoſe that 
med ſhould be craken from them. Thar the cittie of 


count held themſelucs yiell appayd, and thoughr no ſniall 
honour 
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honour if eyther by deſert, reward, or favour they might 


obtainetobe made free denizens of the citty : but now the 
world was {ſo chaunged, that no man( no not forbenefite & /- 
commoditie profered him ) would much defirero be ad- 


mittedioto their ſocietie. With theſe and ſuchlike ſpee- 


ches he exceedingly ſtirred vptheir mindes andeafily drew 


the worſer ſorte of people to followe him, Eucry man bes 
tooke him to his white cap- and one day amongſt the reſt 
aſſembling themlſelues together, they tooke armes & wenc 
forthto deftroy the labourers of Bryges. But tacy having 
incling thereof, lefetheir worke vohniſhed, and prouided, 
for their ſafety by flighr. Another matter which greatly 
exaggerated their diſpleaſure, was this. The Garntoys 
would haue had a towneſman of theirs ſer at hberty w hom 
the Earle had cauſed to be apprehended : exclayming 
that therby their priuiledges were violated. And therfore 
when they had ſcnt their meſſenger to the Sherifte, and 
could not obtaine his deliuerance, they made meancs to 
the Earle to ect him releaſed. The Earle promiſed he 
would willingly afforde chem that pleaſure , adding fur- 
ther that he would doe nothing whereby their liberties 
might any way be is, i moreouer thathe would 
give commandement to the menof Bruges wholy to ſur- 
ceafle from their attempted enterpriſe, and to fill vp all 
thoſe ditches which they had digged and cut out algeady. 
Deſiring onely in the meane time that they would leaue of 
that faſhion; of wearing white cappes, asa thing that mi= 
niftred perpetuallmarcer of faQion and ſedition. When 
this anſwere was brought tothe Gauntoyes, it greatly alie- 
natedtheir afeRions from the Earle, eſpecially being ſo 
cxaſperated andproyoked againſt him by Lyon the author 
of this infutreRion + who perſwaded them confidently 
tharzf this cuftome might be abolliſhed, it were the next 
way 'to reduce them againe into their old ſubieion and 
© ſervitude. Now although the Earleof Flaunders entreated 
his people faire to lay aſide __ , yer Ra 
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for into the citie,who ſurpriſing Lyon and certaine others, 
fhou!d haue conveyd them from the people, and commit- 
ted them to priſon. Bur this matter could not be ſo co- 
uertly handied,but Lyoz gat knowledge thereof, and had 
leaſure both to call the people together and to exhort them 
with vehement perſwaſjons, that ifeuer they would figt c 
for the maintenance of their liberty, they ſhould now pre- 
ſently make proofe of their valeur. Hereupon hauing ſome 
fower hundred ofhis fation about him, mM procceded to 
the market place : where encountring the gouernor of the 
towne, he fatal the Earles enfigne out othis hands,and 
rearing it in peaces, trode it vnder his feete, killing the go» 
uernor himſclfe from whome he tookeit, What ſhould 
I cell you, how mightily the Earles patience was moued 
with this villany > The citizens & twownedwellers which 
were of honeſter mindes and better diſcretion, foreſeing, 
thatall things tended to a ſorrowfull iflue , conſulted a= 
monegft themſelues,* and fent certaine of their principall 
mento make {ute to the Earle for pardon of their offence. 


The Earle at the firſt receyuedthem ſomwhat roughly, bur 


afterward leaſt by ſeuernie out of ſeaſon the milchicte 
might haue growne greaneys he was content to remit the 
rigour ofhis diſpleature. Whilſt thoſe men travelled a- 
bout the common benefire, Lyo» whoſought nothing tbur 
trouble and diſturbance, to the intent he might know the 
certainenumberof hisfollowers, muſtred them withour 
the towne, and found them to be almolt ten-thowſand. 
Then ſpeaking to themin open audience many and diucrfe 
things concerning the maintenance of their liberty , he 
ſou them counſell to pull downe a certaine caſtle ( which: 
the Earle had lately builded ) becauſe from thence the 
citty might be much annoyed and it was no hard matter 
to perſwade his ſeditions multitude. - So: they cafily wan 
it hauing no garriſon rodefend it, and when they had ri- 
fled, ic they ſetitonfare ; Lyon in- the meane time making:

Hereypon 
ſoldiers were forthwith placed in garriſons and warres bee 
gonne; thevery originall whereof, is the ſame which wee 
haue alrcady diloourted. 

When the Earles minde was thus incenſed againſt the 
Flemmings, Lyon hauing thereby gotten greater oppor- 
runity,aſter he had in open aſſembly ſlaunderouſly inveyed. 
againſt the cruelty and obſlinate wilfulneſle of the aduerſe 
party and vnder that pretext perſwaded the people that 
it was very neceſſarie to procure their neighbours to ioyne 
with themin leagueand confederacic, he againe muſtered 
his ſouldiers by the poule ,and found them to be nerehand 
etwelue thouſand, Among others which followed his 
FaQion, vere the men of a certaine rowne called Damme:

Toallthe reſt of his ſpeech they gaue quictatren- 
tion, but aſſoone as he talked of laying aſide their cappes, 
yee. might haue ſeene the colours and countenarices of 
moſt of them changed, The Eatle (as it islikely) perceys« 
uving their mindes, and confidering with himſelfe that the 
ſcedesof diſcord were generally diſperſed amongſt them, 
diſmiſſed his audience and departed outof Gaunt. This: 
wasa pleaſant ſpectacle to the feditious, but the honeſtly

Whereforcfollowing the counſell of one of their own 
Rtampe (who was of opinion that liberty could not be- pro- 
cured, but by ſubucrſion of the nobilitie and gentlemens 
eſtates ) they ouerthrew and beat downe all the Caſtles and 
gentlemens houſes they could come to, and rifling their 
goeds, divided the {poile amongfl them, The gentlemen 
mooued with this violent iniury, and increaſed in number 
by the lofle of their ſubſtance, vppon complaint to the 
Eatle, obrained his licence and with ſuch power as they 
procured, madecruell warres vppon the Gauntoys, Who 
fearing leaſt the Earle ſhould procure ayd out of Franvce, 
they ſent meſſengers afore hand totheFrenchKing, beſee- 
ching himthathe would not take armes apainſt their com- 
mon wealth ; affirming that they contended with their 
Lord and endured the 'diſcommodities of warre, not'yppon 
any wilfull obftinacy, but in defire to maintaine theirliber- 
ty. The french King being already ſcarceyell pleaſed with

ny new watrres , -by occaſion whereof he might loſe the op- 
portunity of - performing what he had before determined. 
Therefore accepting the counſe]l of the Briton commiſſio« 
ners, ſo much rather for the doubts of future warre which 


they had ſuggeſted into his opinion, he willingly-condiſ(- 


, 


The Duke of £cndedto the motion of agreement. So it was concluded, 
Britainerec6= to this cfteR: that the Duke of Britame being received into 
ciledtothe the French kings fauour, ſhould dohomage to him for his 
French king, Dukedome, with performance of all rights belouglog * 
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ſuch an infinite compaſſe of ground to come to hisayd ) 
might in ſore ſort be honourably ſatisficd, it was permir= 
red to the Duke to furniſh him with ſhips and all other 
things neceſſary for the conueying of him and his people a= 
aince into hiscountry. The Eacliſh generallſecing him- 
ſelfe thus deluded, and deceiued, would admir no excuſes 
bur full of indignation, hoyled ſayles to the winde & made 
homeward into England : | 
About this time the Earle of Flawnders was exceedingly 
incenfed againſt the Gawtozes for their intollerable proud 
and arrogant demeanor. Ithappened the ſametime ve- 


ry fortunately for him , that yarianceroſe amongſt themen 


of Bruges, betweene the Aldermen and the Commons: 
inſomuch that che magiſtrate wrote letcersto theFarle, in- 
ſantly deſiring hispreſence. Whereupon he came, and 
hauing put to death ſome fiue hundreth one & other, he 
receiuedthe towne into bis proteRion, with certain other 
of their neighbors-which were deſirous of the like fauour. 
Being therefore emboldened -by the acceſſion of rneſe fors 
ces, hedetermined to chaftice the men of Tpre, whohad 
ſlaine certaine gentlemen of his houſhold,and recetued the 
Garntoyes into their towne. At their requeſt, rhe Gam- 
zoyes their confederates ſent three thouſzend men to ayd 
them, The Earles army with the helpe of che men of Bra» 

er amounted well nere tothe number oftwenty thouſand. 
The Gantoyes therefore augmented their power I;kewiſe 
by leuying nine thouſand more 2 and fo procceding fome 
miles on their way, they-{cnt word to their teliowes, that 
they ſhould alfo bring forththeir men into the! field, that 
ſo with vnited forces they might ioyntly aſſayle their ene 
mie.. There cameforth ſome cight thouſand, who-when 
they had marched awhile in order of batrell, arriving ara 
three-way lecte;19nd contiliing among themſclues which 
way was tobe taken', et lingth-they tollowed the " afs 
"5" which

ſuch ceremonies, And furcher,to the intent rhat the Eng- forſaketl 
liſh generall( who ypon the Dukes requeſt had travelled © 
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which was forelayd before byany ambuſh of the Earles 
ſouldiers : whereinto being once falne, before they could 
_ cleere themſelues from the daunger, and come to ioyne 
withtheir confederates, rhey loſtthree thoutand- of their 
men, the reſt hardly eſcaping by flight, The party which 
gaue them counſell ro cnter that paſſage, being accuſed of 
treaſon for his labour,was by the people intheirfuric and 
yprore admitting noexcuſe, miſerably ſlaine and torne in 
peeces one limme from another, cuery man ſnatching 
{ome part to wreake his particular malice .' The vnbappy 
wretch ( doubtlefſe) had this puniſhment vndeſerued : for 
had he committed fuch a villany , ſurely he would ne- 
uer haue truſted himſelfe in their hands afterward. 
After this good ſucceſle, the Earle forthwith addrefled 
himſelf to the fiege of /pre,now whilſt they were all in this 
feare & perplexity. But the men of Zpre terrifyed with the 
late accident, ſubmitted chemſelues tohis mercy. Being res 
ceived into the towne,he put to death ſome 700 comnibe 
pers, and ſent three hundreth or thereabouts ofthe weal- 
thyer ſort, priſoners to Bruges. Many other townes fol- 
lowing theexample of Tpre, yeelded themſclues likewiſc to 
his obedience. The Gaxntoyestherefore which now in a 
manner aloge food outagainſthim, were befieged, bur it 
could not be done-1o Rreytly , butthat viuall and pro- 
uihon might freely be *conueyd into:the towne ar one 
un or another, 'Forthe place is naturally very firong, 
oth in regard of the: ground wheruponitis ſcituate,and 
the commodirie of two riuers called Skeldand Ziſerunning 
byir : therfore he had neede ofa very populous army that 
ſhould enuiron it on all ſides. The trowneſmen muſtered 
themſclues by poule, and there were found of ſuch as for 
theiryeares were ableto beare atmes, to the / number of 
foure ſcore thouſand: They fo little cfleemed the fiege 
that even then whilſt their enemies lay. before the citrie, 
they went forth and ſacked certaine townes of Flewnders. 
Amongſtothersthe men of Bruxelles fauoured themex- 
CEc-s 
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ceedingly: and the Liegeois alſo wauld ſurely haue (ene 
them ſuccour, buttharthegreat diſtance berweene them 
was a hinderance to their purpoſe. The Earle perceiving 
hedid bur loſe time and labour in befieging Gant, for 
thar the winter alſo approched, brake yp his fiege & dif- 


por his army .' In the beginning of the nextſ{pripg hex 38 x, 


euyed ſome twenty thouſand men and befieged Gawre, 
The caprtaine that lay there in garriſon defired helpe of the 
Gannoyes, and they preſently tent aband of ſxthouſand : 


who falling by chaunce vppon ſome fix hundreth ſoldiers 


of Arde, which vpon commandement were marching in 


great haſte towards the Earle, oppreſied them with their 
multicude and flue them euery one. - Beſides this , one Pe- Peter de Boys, 


ter de Boir'a valiant fellowe, receiuing other ſix thouſand 
men of the Ganmoyes, had coueranted with him that wene 
beforetothe relicfe of Gre, that he ſhould not fight with 
the Earle, but ioyntly together with both their forces. But 
the other notwithſtanding, hearing that-his enemy ap- 
proched ready to. giue battell, was fo enflamed with dev» 
fire of honor, that without ſurtherexpeQiing the company 


of his aſſifiant, though his owne power were fartoo weake 


for ſuch an encounter, yet he put his men in order againſt 


the enemy. TheEarlediuided his battell into fiue ſqua- * 


zouſand foldiers,and 
giuing charge vpon his enemies, albeitthey valiantly de- 
tended themſelues,:yet by reaſon oftheir ſmall number, 
vnable ro luſtaine ſo great violengs, he ſoone ouerthrew 
them and put them to tlight, Hishorſemen purſued the 


drons,in euery of which were fourer 


chace with great cruelty : and when:they had withdrawn 


themſelues for refuge intoa certainemonaflery therby,the 
Earle becauſe none of the whole routſhauld eſcape, cau- 
ſedfire to be ſet onall the houſing about'it. There were 
two Captaines ouer theſe forces , whereof the one figh« 
ting valiantly at the gate of the place was there ſlaine,the 
other which had gotten himſclfe vp into a tower, was c6= 


pelled at length by violence of the flame which had now 
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98 An Epitome of 
caughrhold of cueryching about him, to leape down heads 
Jong amongltthe thickeſt of his enemies, where being re 
ceived vpon their pikes and {wordes points,he was hoyſed 
ypagaincintothetyre and ſo cnded hislife. All the reſt 
perithed miſerably in the fire, three hundreth onely, ex- 
cepred which tooke their flight direaly homeward cowards 
Gannt,and ſo eſcaped. This Peter de Boys whom we ſpake 
of, being not farre of, faw in what ditiefſe hisfellowes re- 
mayned, and beheld the ſad ſpeQacle of their defiruction, 
but by reaſonof a river andcertaine mariſhes betweene, he 
Wasnot able to come timeenough to their reſcue. For 
* which cauſe afſoone as he came home with his company to 
Gant, he bad like to haue beeneflaine by the common 
people. Burt he alledged ſuch reaſonable excule, tharhe 
g£aue them contentment, and withall perſwaded them, thas 
inregard they hadloft twoexpert men of warre in this de= 
feat,they ſhould authoriſe ſome oneother by whoſe indu- 
ſry they thovgtcrheaftaires of the common wealth mighe 
be better directed : for ſoit was needfull hauingto deale 
with{uchacruellenemy. 

The Earle diſmiſhng a good part of his army, ſent the 
reſtinto garriſons, but eſpecially co the defence of Arde. 
In the meane time about twelue hundred of thefaRion of 
the white cappes, hauing aduertilement what time cer- 
raine- gentlemen would raunge abroad-out of Arde to 
fetch jn ſome booty, brake ourofan ambuſhyppon them 
as they returned with their prey,and put molt otthemto the. 
frord. Buttheyeſcaped/noticotfree withthis trick z for 
themſclues being circumuented with like: policy, by the 
companions of Toke that were flaine few ornone of then 
returned to boaſtof their enterpriſe, lt 

The wealthyer and honefter ſort of cittizens in Gaunt 
did greatly lament ( though ſecretly to themſzlues) that 
the (tate of thelr common:weale was thus crazedand ſha - 
Ken, their Captaines and men of warre being fiom time 
totime killed vp,and themiclucs alſo by liale: and lirtle

conſumed by the Eat!e of Flaunders, Forſuch' raſcall es _. 
" 211d baſe varies as intimeof peace were of no repuration, 
bur rather cteemied as beggers, by reafon of then num-. 
ber and power, werenowin chicte authoritie and rmled 
all things inthe cittie ar their pleaſure, And becauſe 
in theſe troubleſome affayres they might both do/& come 
maund what they liſted, they were well pleaſed with this 
bloudy ſpeRacle of daily tumulr and inſurretion. More- 
ouer Peter de Boys the very well-ſpring of milſchiefe, con« 
fidering with bimſelfe that howſocuer matters ſhould fall 
'' out, and though the Earle were reconciled tothe 'Ganzrops, 
yet he ſhould hardly eſcape without peril] of his life, be=- 
g2nto lookcabourforatellow whomhe naght commed 
ro the people for their purpoſe, ſuch a one indeede as 
could ftirre ſedition cunningly, and would perfilt in the 
tmaintenance thereof io the vetermoſt, Atlaſthe bethoughr _,  * 
himſcifeof Philip de eArtexill, the ſonne of Jaques often = rn 
hereroferetmentioned ; who aibeir in regard of his diſpo« © © © 
fitionand ſufficiency, he werea fellow fit for ſuch imploy» 
ment, yet becauſe his father was ſlaine (in ſuch ſortas we 
hane formetly declared ) by the Gauntoyes, hee alwaies 
kept himſelte within the compaſle of a priuatelife, In c+ 
uery place as on paſſed through thecittie, a man might 
hauc heard the peoples' words wiſhing againe either for 
Iaques whom they bad already killed, or ſome other ſuch 
; like whom they mightfollow as their captaine and gouer- 
nor. Boys making vic hereof to his advantage, brake the 
matter to ſome of-his owne faction, but not before ſuch 
time aShe had conferred with Ph:lip, whome by declaring 
theſe circumſtances, propoſing greatrewards,and ſetting 
before his cies what honour he might obtaine by this 
meanes in ſuch acittie as Gaurt, he calily.allured to his 
purpoſe, ' The next day he began to commend Phillip to 
the people, taking occaſion at his father /zques,how there 
was nenefany who with greater hdelity had gouerncd the. 
Nate of Flavaders then he; wherot the old mcnof the COul= 
HR SOM” > O 2 try 
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try, to whome the truth thereof was knowne, could ſuffici- 


ently beare witneſſe how he had alwaies molt earneſily dee 
fended the honour and profic of the country, which could 
not poſſibly have eſcapedextreame- miſericlongagoc, had 
icnot beene preſerued by the witedome of that one man 


alone; wherefore forhis part he thought his countrimen 


ſhould not doe amiſle ro chooſe an impe of the ſame fiocke 
( being no worſe then it was ) toplace, in the common 
wealth torthe maintenance of publike welfare. Through 
theſe perſwaſions the people made choiſe of Philbp to be 
their Captaine.

before, the Duke of Lancafer had marricd one, and his 


brother the other, Moucd therefore with the vnworthines © 


ofthe matter, and alſo becauſe he was alyed in bloud to 
the Ladies, he proclaymed waires againſt the King of 
Spaine , defiring ayd of the King of England, who fent 
his vacle the Earle of (ambridge with an army , having al- 
{o in his company 1ſ#bell his wife and [hn his ſonne+ 
The Duke of Lancaſter was ſent 1nto Scorlurd to treate 
with the Scortiſh King for the renewing of peace, or at 
leaſt wiſe to rake a truce fora ſeaſon. During; his ab 


fence, there ſprung vp a moſt perillous inſurrection, the , 


occafion whereof in efte&t was this, The country peo»

London, making ſpoile of ſomelawyers and gentlemeng 
houſesin their way. And when dheyapproched' the Citie, 
hading the gates ſhutag 

fire on the ſuburbs, withthe cruelleſt cficEts of their fugie 
beſides, and tharif they entred by force, it ſhould beroxhe 
vtter delirudtionof all chat werein it, The Citizens here- 
with-diſmaie, efpecially confidering/tbat a great number 
within inclined to ſedition and rumulty/ .gaue them en- 
trance, They were no ſooner come.in-butpreſentlic they 
raunged through all the tauerues and tjpling houſes 'and 
fell ro drinking and making good cheere, no man preſu- 
ming ſo much as oncets ſay themnayof any thing. The 
Captainesinthermean while with ſome twentie thouſand, 
marching through the middeſt of the Citie, ſet fire on the 
duke of Lancaffers houſe,andfome others which they bur- 
ned tothe ground. They put all {trangers to the ſword 
and rifled the houſes ef:the: Exchangers. Jn .the cuctins 
they aſſembled themſeluesaltogerher againtina company 
before the tower (where the King then yemained;andwith. 


him a great number ofthe chiefe of rhe citie) openly#pro- 
teſting that they would 'meuer fromthencetHl ſuchrime as 
ey had obtained their purpoſe. TheKing & ſome others 
thougatitbeliiohaue ſeuypon them inthetnioht ſcaſonas

e minded ro hiue ſome { peech with him 
concerning weightie aff1ires, and therefore'that he ſhould © 
come forthand-ralkewirh them. TheKang vppon delj- 


ic, 
eainſt them, they threatned to fer 
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o ſentthem word,that as many as would ſpeake 


ing the King 
with him ſhould repaireto a certaine piace where he would 


meete them;and-ciue fatisfaction to their demaunds, Mas 


ny came, and many caried {till 31 the citie, eſpecially the 


cheefe captaines of the ſedition : whoaſſoone as the King 
was gone forth, followed with ſome fower hundreth of 


their companions. brake mto:the rower, and there ſurpri- 
fngithe Archbiſhop! of: Canterburie Lord Chancellor of

England, they cut ofhishead, and ſerued divers others alſo 
of grearaccount inthe ſame fort, whoſe heads they priet 
ypon polles, andſet them yp'vppon the bridge, and other 
places of greateſt view and molt reſort in the citie, When 
the King came to communicationwith the rebells, he de- 


maynded-gently of them, what they required ? Marry 
(quoth they) that thou ſer ysand onr Children and our po= 


fteritie that ſhall come after vs atlibertie for cuer, and being 


ſocnlarged, maintaine-andpreferue vs from all mavner of 
bondageand ſeruitude, either inſhew, orſubftance, The 
Kiug promiſed co fulfill their requeſts, and 'thereyppon 
ſiened'& deliucred yntorthemcertain writingsand charters 
for the ſame, wherewith a great part of them were reaſona- 
bly well ſatisfied, and began to:be-nwuch more traftable.But 
the principall heads of rebelHion whichzas Irold youzabode 
fill behinde, being villaines of moft wicked. diſpoſition, 
whoſe only defire was to make aprey of. rich mens goods, 
bad drawn together in the means time ſome:rwenie thous 
ſand with part ef the comminalty- intending to-hnves falne 
to rifling preſently. But the, King commanitg,vaainares: 
(though notoutof ſeaſon) vpon them, as he recithied from 
parly wich the rebells at the:place appointed wirhque the 
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they lay negligently diſperſed and vnarmed,ouerwhelmed 
with {lcepe & drunkenes,andſoto haue defeated them, O- 
thers to whome this attempt ſcemed-daungerous and of 
ereat yncertainty1in the event, iudged it better that means 
were made to pacific them with ſome gentle and plauſible 
oration. And this counſel] rooke effect, The day follows 
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| citic, eſpyingſuch a multitude rogether, pauſed a while to 
OO vnderſtand.the matter, OE. ene of thoſe varlers 
Vat Tucr, Repping forth, began to talke to him ina very rude and 
contempruous fa{tion, hauing formerly giuen in charge 

to his companions, that at a certaine figne or watchworde 

which he would giue them, they ſhould ruſh violencly 

forthand kill all chat were abounc the King ,whom only he 

would haue ſpared in regard of hisage. As he continued 

in his atrogant ſpeeches and behautour ro the King, the 

OT Mayor of the Ciric at g nt, dre. thruſt him through 
<-#-petY with his {word Then might ye haue ſcene the enraged 

"a multitude in a blind furie cuen ready to haue deſtroyed 
>. _ themall : but the King pacified-them preſſing himſelfe 
>  aloneinto thethickettof them, whichotberwite perhaps 
might haue ſcemed apoinr of indiſcretion ; but che ſuce 
celle warranted the adtion. Many counſelled the King 
ro haue puiſued them in their departure, and to haue ſer 
* vpponthem as they were ſeparated and diſperſed. But the 
king would not allow ofthatcourſe,nor ſufter any violence 
as then to be vied towards them: thinking that with more 
caſc and better leiſure he might rake puniſhment of them 
at hispleaſure hereafrer, Neither wereall offenders alike: 
for, asin ſuch commotions it happeneth, a great ſort were 
raken vp by the way perforce, and compelled to go along 
with the reſt for company, And he vied this gentleneſle 
* the rather becauſe the chiefe captaines and ring!eaders of 
chis miſchicfe, beeing dereRed by the people, they onely 
might be put to death, and the refidue be pardoned. 

NaN 29 Ts The Earle of Flaxndersonceagain befieged Gant afſeme 
ed by the bling men of warre out of Henanlt and Artoys, the Lords 
Elon ſhip wherof was lately befalne him by the death of his mo- 
Flarinders, ther. Inthe meanetime a certaine Captaine of his, win- 

ning alittle villagebelonging to the G awntoys called Grart- 

mort, {lue all that were init, euery one both old nien,wo- 

- mien, agid Children, notſparing ſo much as women with 

childe, and thoſethar lay ſicke in their beds, -Fhe churches. 
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were deſtroyed with fire, and the towne layd levell-wich 
the ground. Jehappened the author of this ſo miſerable 
and ynmercifull ſpeQacle, ina certaine skirmiſh (ſuch as 
there were many)fallinginto an ambuſh of the Gawntoys, to 
be ſlaine, The Earle taking his death very greeuouſly (for 
he had not any man about/him whome he more'dcerely 
eſteemed) brake-vp his fiege, concciuing greater diſplea» 
ſure againſt the Gawntoys then Before, Neuertheleſſe by 
mediation of the Lords of Henaul/tand Brabard, and vppon 
 theearneſt ſute of the people, peace was againe+ conclue 
ded. Amongſt other articles this was one,that within fifteen 
daiesaftcr, the Gawntoy: ſhould deliver two hundreth per- 
ſons ſuch as the Earle ſhou'd nominate; to be diſpoſed of 
at his pleaſure, Peter de Bloys and Phillip of Artexill ha» 
uing fecret intelligence hereof, andſuſpeQing themſclues 
might be ſome of the number, prouidedacomperent crew 
of their faRion to be in a readineſle' at al afſayes; and 
the next morning when thearticles of peace were readpube 
likely in the Towne-houſe, they entred in ſtrongly accom- 
panicd, and{]Jue twoo Aldermen of great account "the 
fame which were chiefe agents forthe rowne in this treaty 
ofagreement. With this faRt the Earle was ſo excecding- 
ly prouoked-thar it ſeemd from thence forth: he 'would 
neuer haue cometo any compoſition with the' Gawnroyes 
beforche had veterly rooted out the whole rabble of that 
ſeditjous generations. 


About this time happenedan inſurreQion in Paris : the Commetion 
citizens requiring that the late ſubſidy and new exaQions in Paris, 


impoſed yppon them, might betakenaway, from paiment 
wherof they pleaded immunity bya grauntthey hadobrai- 
ned from King' Charles the fift, which they ſaid the new 
King athis coronation had likewiſe confirmed, The King 
to-whome it was ynpleaſing and tedious to liue among 
contedtious perſons, departed out of Paris to CMeaulx. 
The people in the meane while rifing in an yprore, brake 
yp'thepriſons, letoutthe jvunny andkilled certaine > 
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the kings officers. | Atlength a certainenoble man of the 
court who was very well beloued of thepeople, being ſent 
to appeaſe the tumulc, dealr with the citizens in ſuch ſort, 
that they were conteut in regard of the neceſlity cf the

The Earle of Cambridge of whome we ſpake before, ma- 
king along paſſagefor want of good weather, after he had 


been much toſſed vppon. the ſeas withthe contrary winds, 


at laſt artiued with all his ſouldiets at, Lrsbome in Portugall- 
When: he had; taried there certaine inoneths, the King of 
Portingale beſtowed allhismen in garriſons, giuing com- 
mandement that they ſhouldnotatcempr any thing againſt 
the enemy withouthis know!edgeand direRion. The enge 
liſhmen and Gaſcoines vnacquaimed with-idleneſle, and 
deſirous tobe employedin ſome exerciſe of armes, vppon a 
time when they/could: not ebtayne liccnce'of the Kin 
went forth of theirowne heads, and wipning certaine holds 
of the Spaniards,placed garriſons inthemand returned. No 
ether memorableſeruice was performed of many moneths 
after, by meanes whereof: the King. of Spare had. time aud 
leiſure: more thenenough, 10:make ſufficient preparation 
for his:defence; | He:had aydalſo ſent him out of France,

Vndoubtedly, that dayes 
battell was fought in a fortunate. houre for all noblemen 
and gentlemen, For had it falne out otherwiſe then it did, 
ſurely (asthe world then went) it would hauc giuena great 
blow to their anthority, and haue ſhakeneucn the (cates 
of. Kings and Princes. The Parifians, who lately before 
had begun a comotion, long'd exceedingly to heare ſome 
good newes of the ſuceeſſe of this battell. In Champaigne 
and a greg patn of Fraunce beſides all the wealthiclt cities, 
and the pealants of the country began to make inſurreRi= 
on. Therefore vppon the ſucceſle of this aRtion,depended 
the ſafety orruine of many Princeseftates, The King was 
then between thirtecne and fourtcene yeares of age, The 
men of Bruges perceiving thar by this ouerthrow of the p-uges yeel- 
Gantoyes, all hope of luccour was bereft them, and all dethtothe 
meanes of recovery taken away, ſubmitted themſelues to trench King. 
' thekings mercy, And the Earle of Flawnders becauſe he 
bare no diſpleafure ro this rowne, became interceſſour for 
them to the King,thatthey might be received into fauour 
paying fix ſcore thouſand franks. Thoſe that beſieged Arde, 
afſoone as they heard tydings how their fellowes were diſ= "* 7;

Burthe ambaſiacourarring at (alice, when 
he heard how the Gamnteys were ouerthrowne,and thatthe 
french men had ſubdued mott partof the country, withour 
performance of his commiſſion he returned into E zpland. 
Neither weie the. Engliſh nobility greatly -ſory that. the 
Gamuntoys-went by the worſe 2: whome if ithad fortuned to 
g0 away with victory, the commons generally in alt coun- 
eyres adjoyning, would from thence haue deriued a patterne 
of pride and rebelhon, and conſidering how but lacely be 
fore there had keen moſt perillous tumults in England, cue- 
ry ſmall matcer might hauc miniſtred new occaſion of 1n- 
ſurrction.

Andto compaſſe this matter the better, he ſub- 
orned the chiefe of the Clergy (whome he had exempted 
fromrthis payment) to vrge torwarde-theinferiour fort to 
make contin: By this meanes, neither the kingstrea« 
ſure isexbauſted, nor the common +: *=-00h enced more 
ths they gaue of cheir own yoluntary affeion:; which ſurely 
eucry man did for his part moſt liberally,as the world wenr 
in thoſe dayes ; eſpecially in conſideration of the reward 
propoſed (which was not meane nor ordinaric) the opor- 
runity of obtaining whereof, no man thought wasin any- 
wiſe co be negleted. Thus partly by the greatnumberof 
bulles which Pope Yrbare ſent into Englerd, and partly by 
ſermons preached in cuery place to that purpole, mens 
mindes were ſorauiſhed, that they thought themſelues al. 
ready in paradiſe, which had the fortune to dye in ſuch a 
bleſſed ſeaſon : ſothat in ſhort ſpace there was gathered 
rogether, of thetenths of the Clergy and beneuolence of 
the people, ahout the ſumme of fiveand twenty hundred 
thouſand franks. And that the matter might import more 
crcdit, it was the Popes pleaſure ſome churchmen which 
hadexperience in ſuch affaires, aflociated with ſome other 
$kilfull captaine, ſhould haue chicfe commaund over the 
army thus afſemibled.* In like manner he ſent his bulles in- 
to Portmpale, and vicd the like praRiſe there to trouble the 
King of Spaine which tooke part againſt him. So the 


Duke of Lencafter was appointed to inuade Sparne, and a 
Biſhop of the family of the Spercers was ſent to make wars 
in Frawnce. But in regard the Duke was nothing fauoured 
by the commons, andſ{uſpeRted to have taken vppon him 
this voyage, rather for couetouſneſle then any conſcience, 


moſt patt ef the people deſired to ſerue vnder the Biſhop. 


To whome the King at his ſerting forth, gaue commaunde- 
mentthat he ſhould carryfor his other :>ciae and fellow 
Captaine of the warre, at Calice, But the Biſhop being one 
that could away withno lingring, and ſuppoſing there was 
no delaytobe yſcd inthe matter, kedforth his army pre»

dchance, Wherets heaunſwered, that he perſccured all 
the Clementines in the behalfe of Pope, /rbane. The 
meſlengers replyed, that Flaunders held altogether of Yr 
banes (ide y &it there were nonc other occaſion bur that, he 
had my vndertaken this warre againſt thoſe that had 
no way deſctued it, Wherefore they defired him to gravnr 
them ſafe conduR, that they mighr paſſe over into Zngland 
toſlpcakewiththe King. Then the Biſhop in a froward 
faſhioncold them, that for his parthe would make themno 
{afe conduQ neither togoe nor tarty 4 if they would neec's.

Forthere was no leaguee- 
ſtabliſhed between them, and it gricued the Engliſh nota 
little that the french men wonne the victory in the former 
batrcll, ſo eauious wrere they of the french mens honour or 
good fortune. . The Gaxntozs therefore ſent them 20000» 
men tothe ſiege of pre, Whit {pre was thus ireightly 
enuizoned, the Earle of Flanders by mediation of the Bi- 
ſhop of Liege, determined rofail roſome friendly agreemet 
with the Engliſh, whome (as in reaſon it might be {uppo- 
ſed) he ſhould find tractavle in that bchalfe, confideriug 
how the warre- \vas rayſed oncly againſt the Clementines, 
and himſelfe with all his people were Vrbanyts But the 
R  (Fauntoys 
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Gawntoys Who were partakers of the Engliſh mens counſels, 
for hatred they bare to their Lord, "ares 994 tais treaty s 
Then had the Earle no other hope butche helpe of the 
french Kiog , who being againe ſollicited by the Duke 

1383. of Broome, his yncle, and the Earle of Flannders fonne in 
The French 18W, vadertooke the marcer, and rayſed an army of aboue 
King agayne an hundred thouſand men, The Biſhop as vnskilfull in 
vadertaketh matters of warre ſo wonderouſly proud, when he heard 
the owe of that the kings power was comming againſt him, ftreytway 
Hans diſlodged his campe, andbreaking vp his fiege withdrew 
; himſelte towards the ſca coaſt, with partof his army (the 

reſt being diſperſed in garciſons) tothe intent that when 

his enemy approched, he mightthe better prouide for his 

lafety by an caſy retreyte to Calice. In the Kings army was 

the Duke of Britaine, which ſeemed a ſttaunge fighttothe 
Engliſhmen, through whoſe friendſhip and afliftance he 

had often been ſuccourcd & reſtored to his Dukedome. Bur 

he might lawfully do jtat thattime without empeachment - 

of his honour, Firſt, becauſc be was lately beforc reconci- 
ledtothefrenchKing : and againe in regard he ought 
this reciprocalldurieto the Earle of Flawnders,whoſe boun- 

ty and good affeRion he had abundantly taftedin the time 

of his neceffity, when heliued asancxile, expniſed out of 
his owne country. Suchis the inſtability of mans eſtate, 
that the afflition which oppreſleth one today, ſeizeth vp- 
pon another tomorrow, And yet the Duke ſhewed him- 
ſelfe no whit vnmindfull- of the benefits he had receiued 
from the Engliſh, who ypon the approche of the french ar- 

- my, hadreiyred themſelues into a certaine towne called 
Borborough, and were beſfiegedin the ſame, For confide- 
ring the zumminent perill that os oucr their heads, which 
they could no way auoyd but by yeelding (the ſucceſfe 
whereof was likewiſe vncertaine) he ceaſednot to exhort 
them (as they parlyed wich him from the walles) to pro- 
vide in time for their owne ſafegard by offering ſome rea» 

ſonable compoſition. The Engliſhmen not only A 

; ully 
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fully accepted his motion, but further entreated himto be 
a meanes tothe King for the effeQing of their purpole,; 
which he alſo vndertooke and performed. So theKing 
yppon ſome deliberaticn, receiuing the towne into his 
hands,ſuffered all the Engliſhmen to depart without harme 
or violence, When the expedition was ended, and thear- 
my brake vp, the King gaue honourable thanks to ſuch for= 
raine Captaines as had ſcrued him'in this 10urney, eſpe» 
cially to Duke Frederick, of Baxier, who had put himclfe 
forth into this ation, only vpon delire to ſee the coun 
tries and toobſerue the order and diſcipline of the french 
Wwalrres, | 

The Duke of Britaine defirous in regard of his good af- 
feRion, aljwellto the ſrench King asthe Engliſh, to brin 
them to agreement, procured ſo much by his great —_ 
and diligence, that an appointment was made for the mec«= 
ting of certaine ambaſſadours from Frawnce, England, and 
Spaine. Forchefrench King would not deale wich the Eng- 
liſh, but ſo asthe Spaniard might be included in Fra LIcatys 
And becauſe in ſo doubrfull a caſe,neither the french men 
wold come to Calice,nor the Engliſhmen to Boloine a place 
indifferent þeeweene both was aſſigned for theirmeeting. 
Therethe french kings vncles demaunded againe all qn 
t4ive, together with Cabce, and allthe fortreſſes which the 
Engliſkmenthen held onthac fide the ſea, as farre as the ri- 
uer of Gerond, aſwell in Normandy, asin the countries of 
Britame, Poytow, and Rochell. Contrariwiſe the Engliſh» 
men would partfrom none of all thoſerhings, and beſides, 
the principall points which they had in couifſion to treate 
of, they would alſo thatthe Gawntoys ſhould be receiued 
into this ſociety ; For ſoir was formerly agreed berweene 
the Gauntoys and them at Calice.Bur againſtthis demaund 
che Earle of Flannders oppoſed himſclte with _ vehe« 
mency,affirmingthart they were in no wiſe to beadmitted 
into league with ſo great Princes. In conclufion, when no= 


thing elſe could be agreed vppon, a truce was taken for

Thedeath of ,\ home fortune for a time had wonderfully entan gled with 


warres amongſt his owne ſubicsz ſo thatin Jus exam- 
ple alone we may bchold, how great a happineſie it is for 
a Prince ſo to goucrne his people as he may be both belo- 
uedand feared : and contrarily, how daungerous it isto 
happen vppon apuiſſant common wealth which vnder pte- 
tence of maintayning their |1berty, confoundeth all chings 
together,to the intent to {lift thear necks wholy out of the 
yoke of obedience. 
When the ambaſſadours departed from the treaty a

med, by what errour or negligence Iknow not. Icſhou'd 


ſceme afterthe Earle of F/annders death, the duke: of Buys 
goynes braine was ſo buſicd thathe quice forgor ir : for 
all that inheritance was deſcended to hi:n. © Certaine Eng- 
liſh gentlemen raking aduavtage of thiSoccafion madea_. 
rode into Scotlava, waſting the coun:ry as they went with 
fire and ſword. The Scottes who knewnothing what had 
paſſed, meruailled much at the matter, ſeeing no warre 
was proclaymed, and ſo much the more becaufe they had 
heard a certaine darke rumor of a truce. : But howſoeuer 
thecaſe (toode, was; 10.290fa to defend themſclues. When 
report hereof was brought tothe french King, the Peeres 
began to accuſe one another of negligence in forgetting a 
matter of ſo great moment. And becauſe there was 
now no other remedy, they ſcnt certaine into Scrotlard,

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which by declaring the true circumſtances; of the mats» 
ter ſhould giue them ſatisfaction. The king himſclfe was 
well inclined: to peace, but the Lords of his coumry made 
much adoe and were very hot vppon revenge, and in like 
maner rodc-forth into the borders of E»plandto ſhew that 
they neicher wanted courage norabiljty to defend theme 
ſelues andiheir goods fiom their enemies... At length bee 
ing pacifyed and the King perſwaded, the French ambaſ-

the Scottiſh) great meanes: were made by the Duke of 
Lancafter,who-had formerly determined to make his yoy- 
age this yeerc into Spaire, with the aſſiſtance of the King of 
Portmgale : which warre he wasthe more defirous to acc6- 
pliſh, in regard he had iſſue by his wife, towhome he af- 
firmed the kinedome of Spaine was both by the lawe of 
nations and nature it ſelfe, of right zppercayning.

{ent thicher by the King of England, but of their own heads, 
after they had roued abour trom place to place in Ga- 
ſcoigne and Guyen, theyaſlembled ar Burdearnx, and there 
caking ſhipping would needes goe feruc the king of Portin- 
gale, The king was very glad of their ſeruice, and thereups 
onleuicd his forces again in purpoſeto giuc his enemy bate 
tellinthe field. Burt diuers of che nobilitie ſuch as had noc 

iven their! conſents to his cleRion z being offended with 
the Cittizens'of 'Lisbone,' whoſe authoritic in that behalfe 
preuailed , refuſed to take armes at hiscommaundement. 
The King hereuppon aduifing with his counſell, they pers 
ſwaded him to make no longer delay inthe matter, but ts 
go fotth againſt his enemy with: ſuch power as he had al. 
ready ': how therewas noother.meanes' to ſet the King» 
dome 1n quiet : 'that'it bchooued him to make way for 
his fortunes by the ſword, and not be diſcouraged though 
hisencmy were of greater puifſancethan ke, for oftentimes 
it fell out, and examples wereplentifull;chat greatnumbers 
were ouerthrowne by ſmall handfulles : laſtly, chat he 
ſhould propoſe to himſelfe the example of Henrie, the fa- 
ther of the king of Caftile then raigning, who by the ſword 
had one chat Kingdome, and by the ſword maintai-

there was nopothible meanes to come atthem, Inthe Spa» 
Diſh army, the French-men carried greateſt ſway by reaſon 
_ of the kings fauour, who ordered all his affaires by their 
"counſell and direction ; which things ftirred vp enuic in 
the Spaniards hearts, as thoſe that could by no meanes en- 
dure, ſo great hope ſhould bercpoſ:d intne aydof firan- 
gers. This alſo much encreaſed their grudge, that when

Now my author declareth 
how he vnderſtood afterward, that ſhe was begotten by 
che king of Portugal/ vppon a certaine Ladie whome he 
had'rauiſhed , and whoſe huſband he had chaſed out of 
the kingdome : and thathis daughter ſo borne was after- 
wardsby Pope Urbaze made legitimate. And moreouer,. 
at fuch time as the marriage was in treaty betweene this 
Lady and the Dug of Spaine,this matter was alſo brought 
incontrouerhic, © Bur the King of Portugal to remouc all 
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doubrs,dealt in ſuch ſort with his nobilitie and chiefeſt of 
thecitties , thac they all ſolemnly promiſed him, not to. 
acknowledgeany other ſoucraigne after his death, then 
this his onely daughter, neither to admirte any man elſe * 
to theſucceſſion of the crowne, but him that ſhould haue 
her in marriage. Afooneashewas. departed out of this 
life, the noble men were defirous the inheritance thould 
>aſlero the King of Spaire: butthecitties for hatred chey 
hire to the Spanyards, aduanced him to the crowne, of 
whom we haue oftentimes {ſpoken before,namely the baſe 
brother ofthe King deceafled. And becauſe atfuch time 
as the king of Portugalldyed, the Ladies huſband remay» 
ned till aliue, moſt menthonght that the childe begotten 
betweene them, was borne in adultery, Moreover that 
couple had lined fiue yecres together as man andywift;whe 
the king doting in bis wicked and frantick afteQion, at- 
tempted this diſhonourable prac, notonly for a Prince, 
but for any other perſon, moſt vnworthy and ſhamefull, 
' The wretched husband being 10bbed of his wife, gar 
him to the, Kingof Spaize:; and afterthe King of Portm- 
gales. deceaſe returned againete  Liſboxe, bur receiued his 
wife no more,following therein the $oynlel] of his fregds, 
who alledged great reaſons t5 the coritrary. Afterward 
he was ſlaine jna certaine (kirmih zand 1tis likely he had 
ſmallioy of his life, conſidering the-extreame jnury and 
diſgrace recciued from1uci a one, of whom he had no hope 


ou 


to. bereuenged. 
Arſuch time as Lishonewas beſieged by the Spanyards, 
mn. of Portingale ſent RIS into England,cx- 
zorting and requeſting the Duke of Lancaſter to {uccour 
him in this pews neceſſicic, againſt ſuch an _cnemy as borh 
ofkefſed a kingdome which was none of his owne, and 
Foucki alſo by forceto ſeize vpon the crowne of Portin- 
gale, whereto he had no more right thnenro. the other, Vp- 
pon hearing of theirambaſſage, it was concluded thar the 
Duke of L,ancefter ſhould beteprinto Portingale , es 
| nos 
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things were prepared and made ready for his yoyage, 
when ſudgainly the Admirall of Frawzce landing with an 
army in Scotland, from thence made warre yppon the 
Engliſh, as hath'bene before declared. Hereuppon the 


Dukes journey. was ſtayed. Neuerthelcfſe the King of 


Portingale fought proſperouſly, and vanquiſhed his cnc 
mic intwobattells as is ſhewed already. And after this 


viRtorie returning -to Lifbore, by aduile of. his counſell, 


he ſent Ambaſſadours againe to the king of England, and 


the Duke of Laxcafter, deliring him if euer he meant to 


. attempt any thing againſt his aduerſariethe king of Spaine, 


that he would nornegle the preſent opporcunitic, For 
twiſc he himſelfe hadalrcady defeared him in barcell, and 
driven him from the field now did he quake and treme 
ble for diſtruſt ofhiseflate, andir were ancafie matter to 
ouc;throwe him whollie, ſpecially ifrhey ſhould aflaile 


him with-both their forccs vnired together. Scarce could. 


heknowoa which fide to rurne him, his affaires and his 
counſels would be all ſo confounded: and that his ſtate 
might be more violently ſhaken, it ſeemed bettin.his opi- 
niontomakepreſentinvaſion vppon him befote he ſhould 
recouethis ſtrength or bethinke him of the danger, When 
theſe and many other like matters bad beene delivered by 
the Ambaſſadors, ir pleaſed the King that the Duke of

nerally thought more henour coland farlt in their enemies 
country, then to.go freight to their friends. Bur the 
towne was ſo {ironglyforutyed as C26 and en- 
al ence they 
ſayled to Compoſtella, into which towne alter ſome pare 
ly theywere honourably recciued. 
Aſfoone as the King of Spaire heard tydings of the 
Engliſhmens arriuall, he: tooke counſell with certaine 
French Lords whome he chiefly fauoured , concerning 
his affaires, and what they thougart ofthe Engliſhmens 
proceedings. They were abſolutely of opinion, that the 
king of Portugale ſhould marry the Duke of Laxcaſters 
daughter, and therefore that it bchou'd him to require 
ayde of the French ha who both in reſpe& ofthis owne 
good diſpoſition, and the moſt firiftand auncient alli» 
ance betweene Spaineand Framunce, would notfaile of his 
friendly duticin that behalfe. Moreover aſſuring him 
that there were agreat number in Frawnce ſo ll affeed 
to idlenes that nothing could happen more according to 
their deſires , then to meete with any occafion of milli+ 
tary employment. When they bad giuen him this counſell, 
they further aduiſed him to take orderythat all weake 
holds, churches, and ſuch like » whereinto the country 
people had conueyed their goods for feare of the forra- 
ging ſouldiers ſhould be beaten Cowne. For theſe pla» 
ces-were ſuch as could nor.be defended, and 1fchey were 
taken, theprey and pillage therein would afforde greate 
profite and aduantage to the enemy, The:Kingto whs 
this counſell ſeemed not amitle, authoriſed the French 
men-to caſt downe what they thought good attheirdiſcre- 


tion, and withallto feize whatſocucrthey found in them 
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( after aday prefixed) to chile owne comtrodiey, 


required him to beof good courage , for within ſhort 
ſpace he would bendall the forces he was able to make 


againſt the Engliſh nations+who being once ſubdued, he

but'to breake and confound the puiffince of both his ad 


uerſaries, Whilltthe Engliſhmen wintred at Compoſtel-

Inthe meanetime 
che king of Portingale wrote diuerſe Letters to the Duke of 
Laxcaſter full of great kindneſſe andafteion. But counlell 
was giuen the Duke,that he ſhould delay the matter no lon- 
ger, nor negaciate with the King any further by letters :

thiis farre,” togoe: through with his affaires as ſpeedilyas 
might be : the French raen were ſubcle fellowes, the Spa. 
niards had ſmall faithfglnes : and ir might fo fall out that 
che French mien, by whome theKing of Spame was wholy' 
earryed; would perſwade himo agreement with the King 
of Portingele vppon ſome indifferent conditions. Thele: 
reaſons were approoued, and thereyppon the Duke ſent 
word-tothe Kingzot Portmgalethathe was defirous to ſpeak 
with him, whereto he condiſcended and fo they meat a; 
placeappointed: - After much communication, 1t was cont=' 
cluded thattheDuke of Lancaſter ſhould Ray all the winter

Lords alwaies encouraged him,piitting him in comfort, that 
afloone asthe wars in England were diſpatched, he ſhould 

not faile of ſufficientſuccours. = - 
The French The FrenchrKing, vppon a meruailous defire to inuade 
King maketh Zgland, :f{cmbled the greatelt puiflance he could poſſibly 
great prepa= make. There were numbred of noblemen and gentlemen 
A hola 4 aboue twenty thouſand, :and mo:e then fiftcene hundred 
ſhippes, abundantly furniſhed with all neceflaries, evento 
» fmallctttrifles. And although this preparation was ſuch, 
as agreater or more ſumptuous had not been ſecn/in mans 
remembrance, yer (asit often happentth in ſachoccafions) 
the report thercof in England farreexcecded therruth, and 
wasextcnded aboue mcafurs. Info much char-publicke 
prayers and ſupplicacions were daily oftcred to' God, that 
he would aucrt and turne from'them-this/imminent-miſs. 
cheife. All the havens and port townes where they ſuſ- 
peed the French men might land, were flionglyfortified 
and planted with Garrifons ; andan-vnnleaſurable maſſe 
of mony was leuied, amounting to th&&@mme of twenty

o man inthe whole 
kingdome v: hich feltnor the waight of this heauy burthen, 
All Bood and well diſpoſed perſons bewayled the preſent

ſuch as had nothing to take to, were of nothing more dee 
firous, The Feenid army was$ now fuily furniſhed and all 
things put inareadines inthe hauen of Suſe in Flaunders, 
nothing was wanting, but onely theDuke of Berzzes pre- 
ſence. Heneuer allowed this enrerpriſe, andat his com-. 
ming thither,when conſultation was hadabout ſeiting for- 
ward on their iourney, he perlwaded the contrary with di- 
vers reaſons, a5 the rorighnes of the winter weather (for it 
was then about Chriſtmas) andthe render age of the King 
whome he thought inno wile was to be commited to the

- vucertainty of winds and ſeas at that vnſeaſonable rime of 
the yeere.. . His counſell preuailed, and thereyppon the 
voyage was putof till the next ſpring ; the preparation 
whereof flood Frennce in little lefſe thenthirty hundred 

thouſand Frankes. It was oftentimes reported {6 certain- 
tytothe King of Portugale, that the French Kings army 
was already entered inco England. Wherevppon ſome 
gaue him .counſell, that he ſhould nor be toforward in mar- 
rying his wife which he had lately afhanced, but rather to 
exipet what iſſue the wars would come to ; for if it ſhould 
happen the King of Zrgland to go by the worſe (as it was 
likely enoughar cthattime) the Duke of Lancaſters friends 
ſhip would then do him ſmall pleaſure. The King follow- 
ing thcir aduiſe, diſſembled his marriage, and for a while 

made nomotion at all thereof, but with kind letters and 
colitly preſents till continued the Dukes fauour for his ad- 

Uantage, 

Leo King of Armenia who had been driuen out of his 
country by the Tartars,and came lately before into France, 
being net a little ſory that. ſo great diflenfion ſhould grow 
between two ſuch puifſant Princes as the French King and 
the Engliſh, ofa cettaine godly zcale and good diſpoſition 
ſayledouer into England, to make a tryallif he could doe 
ought in eſtabliſhing a peace berwecn them. TheKing of 
Ergland gaue himpatient earc-in diſcourſing his miſerics 
and baniſhment, and how the power of the Turkes and 
Barbarians daily encreaſed through the mutvall warsand 
diſſention of the Chriftian Princes, . And when by occaſion 
hereof he deſcended tothe point, to exhort toloue and con- 
cord, theKing anſwered, that he ſhould firſt deale with his 
aduerſaryto chargs his great arwy z and thatdone, for 

his part he yras not ſo peryerſe, but he would willingly em- 
brace whatſocuer was agreeable to equity and reaſon, 
Herevpon he returned tothe French King,who ſeemed no+ 


thing affeRed, nor inclinable to peace.

itickly with the Duke: of Lancaſter inthe meang. while, 
Now when he ſaw that England was diſcharged. of the 

daunger, and thatthe French kings army was difſolued,he 
ſent ſome forthwith'to afhance the Duke of Lancaſters Phillip the 
daughter in his name, whome within fewe -daies after Duke of Lax- 
being honourably conduQed ynto him, he eſpouſed, Af- {#5 daughs 


ter the marriage he ſent worde tohis father in lawe,thathe woman m_ 
ſhould drawour his forces afſoone as he pleaſed, and he of Portugal 
would doe thelike, that ſorhey might ioyntly tegether 
proceede againſt their enemy. Jn the meane while the 

Fren.h menwell appointed and gallantly furniſhed,arriued + 

in Spaine, : After whoſe commune, conſultation being had 

whetherit were beft to bring/the:r forces into the field, or 
to place their 'ren-in garrrifons, when ſundry opinions 
roſe amongſt them, the Spaniards perſwading battell,the 
French men the \contrary,, it. was referred bythe King to 
one of the French Capraines of moſt experience, to dcrer- 
mine the matter at his diſcretion... And he: in regard the 
Duke of Barbon their Generallwas not yet come,thoug ht 
i alrogether vnſicting tofight with the enemy, but rather 
ro beſtow their ſouldiers/in places convenient till neede 
ſhould require :for-by this meanes it would come to paſſe, 
thatthe Engliflumen ranging ouer allthe country, through 
the ineemperate heate ofthe climate, ſhould fall into ma- 
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ny dangerous diſcaſes : and although for the preſent they 
became Lords of diuerſe places , yet ſhould they not be a- 
ble ro maintaine themlong: and when their firengrh be. 
gan once to decreaſe, it would bean cafie matterto reco- 
ucr all againe, eſpecially after the Duke of Burbons com- 
ming, with the reft of their forces. This determination 
tooke place, and ſo immediately the men of warre were 
conueyd into thoſe parts of Spaine which border vppon 
Portwgall, to defend the frontiers of the kingdome. 

The Conſtable who was appointed to make inuaſion 
ypon England, had his army prepared, and his ſhips rea- 
dyrigged in acertaine hauen of Brirame. Diucrle other 
Lords of Frauncewere likewiſe ready to be embarked act 
Har flew in Normandy, whole direQtion was to have landed 
their forces together with his, vponthe.coalt of Zuglarnd. 
Bnt there happened a ſudaaine aduenture inthe meane 
time, whereby their whole enterpriſe was ouerthrowne, 
. and that ye may the better conceiue the diſcourſe, we will 
- rehearſe the matter from his firſi-originall, Ir is declared 
before, how Charles of Bloys being taken priſoner by the 
Engliſhmen that ayded the Countefſe of AZomntforr, was 
- ſet atliberty vppon condition he ſhould pay two hundreth 
thouſand crewnes to the King of Exgland for his ranſom, 
and for afſurance ofthe ſame, left his tewoſonnes lohn & 
Gay in hoRage. It fortuned afterward that he was flaine 
in battell againſt the Duke of Britaine- Afﬀterwhach time 
the Fngliſhmenat the Duke of Britaines requeſt;caine tho-+ 
rough themiddelt of Frammee with agreat powerto ayde 
him, Whereupon the French king fearing leaſt the Duke 
by this occafion ſhould yield himlclte ſubieR to rhe King 
of England, made compoſitioti with himas hath beene be- 
fore declared, Whereat the Engliſhmen ( who. had tra. 
uclled a long journey through many perills 2nd great difi- 
culties, to come into Britamne ) were exceedingly offended, 
' andaſloone asthey came home,-made complaint to their 
king- of the Dukes diſcurtcfie and ingratitude, And to 
| the 
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the intent-to worke himAas great diſpleaſure, they made 
this offerto /obnthe ſonne of Charles of Bloys, ( whome 
they held ftill as pledge for his fathers ranſome, his bro= 
ther being deceaflcd there already ) that if he wouldre- 
ceiuc and holdethe Duchy of Brizaine of the King of Eng- 


| land, ard doc homage and tea'tie to him for the tame, he 


thould be delivered out of priſon, and ſetin poſleffion of 
his Dukedome, and beſides, haue in marriage Philly the 
Duke of Laxcaſfters daughter z the ſame which was after- 
wards Queene of Portugall. The offer of marriage he was 
well contented to accept, but to ſceme diſloyall to the 
French king,or be anenetyy tothe crowne of Frawnce,that 
he would neuer conſent ro, Whereupon remayning fted- 
faſt in his reſolution,he was againe committed to. priſon. 
Now the:Conſtable of FrawnceSir Oliner Cliſſon,( who al> 
though his inheritance lay in| Bretaive, yet loued not the 
Duke;and the Duke on the other fide hated him more then 
any-nan cle, becauſe ypon the Kings commaund, he had 
troubled his country with warre ) had a daughter whom 
he much. defired to:matry with this /ob» that was priſo= 
ner in England, thinking it would be. a:igreat aduancement 
to his houleifne might bring it ro:paſie. Therefarewhen: 
he bad caſt jnhis minde} by what aieanes he: might. beſt

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ſome he might get a great maſſe of money, The king who 
was altogether carryed by this 'man, in ſuch ſorte as he 
both negleed and hated his vnckles in reſpeRof hiny,did 
williopgly condiſcend to his requeſt. Afoone as the pri- 
foner was deliuered into his hands, heconueid him oucr 
to Boloine,receiming there three ſcore thouſand frankes, 
the reſt to be payd him ar Paris: where the Contiable ex- 
pefting the' young mans arriuall, when he came receiued 
bim with greathonour, and married him forthwith to his 


Zobn of Bloys daughter. How much this matter troubled the Duke of 
marryeth the 


Britaine, he may well conicQure that remembreth the diſ= 
courſe, and confidereth rhe circumſtances of fuch thingsas 
haue bene heretofore rehearſed touching the warres in 
Britaine, Forhe ſawethat by this marriage his whole c- 
Rate was call:d in queſtion, and like to be much endaun- 
gered. Therefore he prepared reuenge, hauing the 
thought thereof more conuerſantin his mind, thenany o= 
ther. Andarſuch timeas the Conftab!lehad his army as 
bout him inthe Dukes ceuntry, ready to haue paſle into 
Englandas we told ye before, the Duke ſummened all his 
nobility to beat Vaunes bya certaine day, for weightie 
affaires that he had to conſult of: defiring the Conſtable 
alſo by letters, that he would honourthe afſembly with his 
preſence, The Conſtable though he were nothing igno- 
rant of the mutuall grudge betweene them, yetpreſuming 
vpon the greatneſſe of his office, and the authoritie of his 
preſent emploimentagainſt the King enemies, came thi- 
ther as he was requeſted, Afterſome conſultation had a- 
bout the matters they met for, the Duke as it were forple- 
ſure and recreation , inuited certaine of the chicfe Noble 
men, and amongſt them alſorhe Conſtable, intoa cer= 
taine caſtle there by which he had lately begunne to build, 
and now in a manner finiſhed. When chey came thither, 
the Duke Rtoutly diſſembling his purpoſe , and hiniſelfe 
leading the Conſtable from place to place, as ithad bene to 
doc him the more Eonour, art laſt brought him to a cer- 
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taine tower of farre more ſumptuous: and. coſtly. buildi 
then the reſt, deſiring him roview it well, and if he efpied - 
_ any fault, that he would frankely tell him his opinion. The 
Conſtableentred in alone, and mounting vp the ficft ory 
the dores were preſently cloſed beneath, and certaine ar= 
med men ruſhing ſuddainly forth, laidehands vppon him 
and bound him in ferters. The hangman was likewiſe rea- 
dy by the Dukes appointment ro haue taken away his life. 
Neuerchelefſe at the humble entreaty and teares ofa cer» 
'Taine noble man chat came in his company , the Duke The Lord de 
hardly relenting delayed bis execution, commanding him laval. 
ro be kept ſtreitly in youn Bucwithin fewe houres after, 
anger boyling'in hisbreſt, & admitting noother thoughr 
but reuenge, his wrath noclike others being any whit aſ- 
ſwaged;bur rathermore vehemently encreaſed by reſpic 
and conſideration , he againe commanded that his head

| perill and difficulty he againe ſuſtained , by whoſe meanes

The king gauchimcomfore 
and hope of redreſſe, but che Kings vnckles vppon rela* 
tion ofthe circumſtances, were fo farrc from pittying his 
miſchaunce,that they rather ſcemedangry and/offended,, 
becauſe when hebadall things in a readinefle for his jour- 
ney, he negleRedthis aftaires andthe opportunity of the 
ſeaſon, to followe. matters of pleaſure and idle 7 org 
giuing raſh credyt to lucha one, as bothhe-himſclte hated, 
and who he knew wellenough, had long ſince ſought ad- 
uantage of his life. The: Admigallfand the reli ofthe

thedrinking of thoſe hotwines, wereſo afflicted with fick- 


nes, that the poore wretches with great miſery had mucha- 
doe to ſuftaine their liues. Then rhe generall of the horf- 
men, who could both keare and diſcerne the tate of the 
army more neerly, by reaſon of his daylyentercourſe in all 
affaires, acquaintedthe Duke of Lancaſter with the calami- 
ty of his people, and ſhewed him how the caſe was ſuch as 
required both ſpeedy helpe and preſentreſolution, Here- 
vppon it was concluded todiſmiſſe the army,at the tydings 
wherof,there was great reioycing through the whole cape. 
Neuertheles they ſaw no meanes how to returne into their 
country, By lea they could not, they were to farre within 
land, and befides,molt of them were ſofeeble and diſeaſed, 
asthey could notpofiibly brooke the violence of wauecs & 
rempeſts : by lid there was no going, fortheir paſſage muſt 
lyethrough Spaine, Nawarre and Arragon,kingdoes confe» 
derate againſt them $ what ſbould be done inthisextremi- 
ty? An herauld was ſent to the enemie, to require a ſafe 
conduct for certaine Engliſh gentlemen, to come and par- 
ly withche King. The Spanyard mu6ng what flraunge 
occaſion ſhould moue them, admitred their requeſt: the 
effe& whereof was this : Thatfor as much as their whole 


army was grceuouſly vitieed ith ficknes, the King calling 
ro 


to remembrancethe miſerics of mankind, whichare inci- 
dentro all, would giucleaue totheir ficke perſons to with- 
draw theniſclues into ſome of his townes, & toabidethere 
cill their healchmight be recouered, And forthe reſtwhich 
were defirous' to returne- into their - countrey, that he 
would graunt them licence to paſle quictly chrough his 
kingdome of Spaine, and withall-to be a meanes to the 
kings of Arragen and Navarre, that they would likewiſe 
ſufter them to trauel in ſafety throughtheir dominions. The 
King of Speive after delibcracion, condiſcended to their re- 
quelt ypon condition,that aſwelthole which went now di- 
rely towards their Countrey, as the reſt that ſtayed for re- 
couery of their health, ſhould at their departure be ſo- 
lemnly{worne, neither to returne any more to the Duke of 
Lancaſter, norto come within the confines of Spaize yppon 
any occafion.of warre, forthe ſpace of fx yeeres after. Theie 
conditions though they ſcemed grecuousvnto them, yer 
ſocarneſt was their deſire and aftetion home-wards, as 
they would willingly /haucaccepted them, had they beene 
much worſe... The Duke of Lancaſter who had compaſſed 
_ this matter by collaterall meanes in another mans-name, 

laſt he ſhould ſeeme to haue craued ought at his enewics 
handes, after the difloluing of his army, departed againe to 
Compoſella, diſperfing his ſicke people iato the rownes and 

villages there adioyning. Oftholc chat went for Ergland, 
diuers Lords and Gentlerven, beſide great numbers of the 

commen ſort, being vnable toſuftaine the violence of their 

diſcaſc,and the rrauell oftheir iourney, ended theirliues in 

the way, Inthe meane time the Duke of Burhon who had 


lingreda longwhilc, and fetched agreatcompaſſe (forhe 


had vifited Pope (Tement at Avinion) arriued: in Spaire :

For this Duke, who ſometimes throughoccafion of torraine 
warres, and otherwhiles by reaſon of ciuill diſcord and re= 
bellion, being reſtrayned from hispurpolſe,could not when 
he would, accompliſh this voyage, which for many yeeres. 
before he had ſo ardemly defired : now after ſuchtime as 
vppon often inuitements andembaflages fromthe King of

dingly in debt. But there is a rich merchant, Bertoldof Berto!det 
CHMachlme, which you know hath but one only daughter, Hachlixe, 
to whome in expeQation of her large dowry, many. great 
Lords haue beene ſuters, You cannot make a better match 
for your ſelfe than to ſeize vpon ſucha booty. You ſhall do 
well therefore ro make this offer to-her father : thatifhee 
will yndertake with his mony to redeeme thoſe townes and 
caſtles which you haue pawned to your creditors, and 
withall be cont&cd toreleaſe ſuch bonds of debt as he hath 
of yours already, in confideration hereof you will take his 
daughterto wife. Thiscounſell was well acceptedof the 
Earle, and ſo he ſent one: to make the moticn, When 
Berteldhad receiucd the meſſage, his anſwere was this: that

being mouecd with his brothers miſtortune, prepared ſharp 
warres againſt the Duke of /wliers , intending to baue 
made a notable ſpoile and deftruction of his country, 
had he not bene pacifycd by the Princes eleRors, who 
thought ir would bean ill preſident, thatafellowe of the 
Empire ſhould be fo opprefled, The Duke therefore be- 
ing by their meanes brought before the Emperors pre- 
fence, when he had voluntarily diſcharged hispriſoner,af- 
ter ſharpe reprehenſion, he was againe reconciled and re- 
Nored to the Emperours fauour, Within fewe yeeres af 
ter, dyed Wenceſlavs Duke of Braband, then Willam the 
Duke of 7aliers/onne, holding the ſeigniory of Gelder s in 
right of his mother, claymed againefiom the dutcheſle of 
Brabandctheſe Caftles which his vnckle Edwardian his life 
1383;. time had challenged before.

For al- 
though the Engliſhmen enclind wonderfully to peace, yet 
without their kings conſent, they would not conclude ypon 
any thing, forthat was beyond the limits of their commilſ- 
fron, It ſeemed the King of England did not greatlydif- 
allow the reft of thearticles, ſauing only the racing of C4- 
lrce. But the Duke of GloxceFter, thediſturber of peace, 
and enemyto allagreemenr, made yehement oppoſition ;

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Aud'becayſe intheſe affaires of ſo great conſequence, 


the King alone had not authority ſuthcient tocopfirme: 
the articles of peace, though he likte them neuer ſo well, 
without conſent of the three eſtates of his kingdome a flem» 
bled in Parliament ; it was agreed, that tothe former, thres 
yecres truce, anothertweluemonth ſhould be added, that 
in the meane time conuenientleiſure might be had, to con- 
ſider anddetermine of the matter at large. Neuertheleſſe 
at the Dukeof Lazeafters departure, the French King dife 
couering his minde, ſhewed him howearneſtly he was de-

ſand crownes. The Emperout in-confideration hereof, and 
to ſhew his gratefull mind,created the Archbiſhop, Vicoune 
of illaine, and gave to himand to his nephews after him, 
all chatſeigniory, to hold andenioy the ſame; till ſuchrime 
as the Emperour ſhould redeemeir againe by repaiment of 
the whole ſum which he had bor:owed. Alter the Arche 
biſhops death, Manfred his eldeit nephew by the Empe- 
rours conſentand goed liking, ſucceeded inthe ſeigniory 
of Millaine, But his brothers for enuy diſpatched hum out 
of the way, concluding with themſelues to ſeize vppon his 
eſtate, and afterward to confirmethcir authority by alljance 
in martiage with other Princes; Sowhen they had ridde 
cheir elder brother of his life, they made equall partitis be« 
tweenthem, and rayned pviſiantly by force and policy, Ga- 
leasm regard he was the elder, had cennetownes, and Bare 
»abas had ninc, AAdillarne it lelfe was indiffetently allot- 
ted to them borh, the one to haue it one yeare,and the other 
another, by turnes. They leuyed ſubſidies and taxes- of 
their people from time'to time, by moſt vniult an violent 
meanes.- Such fortreſſes as either of them held, chey furni. 
niſhed with Garriſons of forraine fouldiers, of all nations 
bur their own, whome they principally diftcuſted. Through 
compulſionand rigourthey kept the people in great awe 
and ſubieRion, exaRing molt cruell puniſhment vpon ſuch 
as ſtirred neverſo little againſt them, tothe intent to rerrify 
others by their example, They purchaſed the alliance of 
Princes with great ſummes of mony. Galeas paid to the 
Earle of Sauoy whoſe fifter he married, an 10 0000 cro:« 4 oP

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This Galeas had like wiſe a ſonne of his own name thatmar» 
xyed the daughter of /ohn King of Frawnce, who in conſide« 
ration hereof, departed with fx hundred thouſand frankes 
towards the payment of his father in lawesranſome, tothe 
King of Eng/and, Ualemime the daughter of this younger 
Galeas, was marryed to Lewis Duke of Orla, brother to 
_ theFrenchKing Charhes the fixt : but ber father firſtpaied 
to himthat ſhould be his ſonne inlaw,tenne hundred thou- 
. fand franks, ſurely a wonderfull ſumme of mony; with part 
whereof the Earledome of Bloys was purchaſed, as we hauc 
heretofore declated, I, 
+Berweenethe two brothers there was no contention, as 
long as they liuedtogether. Butthe younger Galeas after 
his fathers deceaſle, ſurpriſed his yncle Barnabas by trea» 
ſon; and ſlew him,

hauiog thus trecherouſly flaine his vncle, was notſo con« 
rented, bur perſecured cuen his childrens children, and all 
their generation, ſcizing into his hands all their goods and 
poſſefſions. Alſo he burthened the people wich gricuous 
and continuall exaftions. | = 

-= Beſides chis, he held a wicked and vnreuerent opinion 
concerning the Godhead. 'So he might enrich himſelfe 
andaduance his authority; he regarded not by what nieans” 
itwere effeKed, Amonegli otherprecepts of good doc- 
trine wherewith-he was plentifully 1n(tructed, he was alſo 
miſ-led in this opinion, and tooke it as hereditary from 
his anceſtors, vtterly ro deſpiſe the Popes authority, andto- 
reioyceexceedingly when any diſſentton happened inthe: 
church. Now the Duke of Orleance wife being a very am- 
- bitiovs woman, was not alittle faine and deſirous that her 
husband- mighe artaine to the Crowne, by what meanes 
ſhee did not greatly regard, Herevppon many ſuſpeRted

ſoned appell was caſtin among them, onthac fide where 
the kings ſonne was : bur the child (which may 1ſceme a 
wonder) refuſed ro meddle withall. Then the other when 
no body percciued him, caughtit vp, and within a little 
whileafter he had eaten of ir, through the violent operation 
of the poyſon,yeelded vp the ghoſt, The report hereof was 
preſently carried tothe Court, ard jocnedilj cnty ouer all 
the country. This allowas anctherthing whichencreafed 
the ſuſpition, thatduring ail the time of the Kings ſicknes, 
he would cndure neyther the Queene, nor any other wo= 
man to comeabourt him, bur only this Duchefle ot Orleans. 
By theſe occaſions, mens minds warp meruailouſly incen- 
ſcd, ſhee was conueyed from the Court toa certain e calle 
not farre from Peres, and there reftrayned of her liberty. 
Beſides, her husband conceiued great diſpleaſure againſt 
her about the death of his lonne. When: Galeas of Mite 
laine vnderitood how his davghter was entreated, he was 
bighly offended, and ſent ambaſſadours forthwich inco 
Framnce, wheic they found nothing ſo friendly entertain« 
mentas he expected. Therefore about ſuch time as the 
veyage was vndertaken into Hyngarie, he proclaymed 
warics 2gainl(t the FrenchKing : and tne morero grieve 
his cn:my, centred in league with Baſan the Turke, -and 
made him acquainted both with hisowne affaires, and with 
the tate of Frawnce. x; 

Albert Eaile of Henault, whereas Wilkam his{onne was

In the meane 
while Baſans the Turkiſh King, aſſembled out of his owne 
dominions and the countries of Princes adioyning; about 
two hundredthouſand men. He ſentalmott eight thou- 
ſand before, and deuidedthe reſt of his whole army into 
ewo battelles, Aſſoone as our men were aduertiſed of their 
comming, they preſently prepared to meete them. And 
becauſe the ſcowtes which they had {ent forth to diſcover, 
reported that theenemies were but a ſmallnumber, (for 
they had ſeeneno more then thoſe tight thouſand fore-ri- 
ders) the French men in great heate made haſt co the en- 
counter. As they were thus in a readinefſe, the King of 
Hungary ſent them word, thacthey ſhould not betoo oh 
ward, for he miftruſted the ſcowts had nottaken a ful view 
of their enemies forces : and that he had ſent out ſome 0+ 
thersbetcer acquainted with the coalts of the country,who 
within few houres would afſuredly rerturne and bring more 
certain intelligece, The Lord Cowcy& many others alowed 
this aduiſe, andthoughc it neceſſary by all meanes to be fol- 
lowed.

that he were able to ſupply their defeRt therofin ſuch plen=

His ſonne being returned into Frawnce, made alargerela- 
tionto the king of ſuch things as he hadobſerued chrough 
the whole courſe ofhis voyage : in concluſion adding thus 
much, how it was not vnknowne to the Tiarkes, that rho.

Ynderftanding of the Duke of Glowceſters treacherous pra- 
| Riſes, exhotted the King to prouide a timely remedie for 
ſuchinconueniences. After his departure,a-generall brute 
was raiſed,that the king would reſtore Calirero the French 
men, and that hee had already concluded ypon the matter 
with the earle, whome the French king had ſent Ambaſia- 
dour for the ſame purpoſe. There was not auy thing what= 
locuerthatcouſd more ychemently haue incenſed all Erg- 
land againſt the King,than this. And the Duke of Glance- 
fter taking occaſion hereat, perſwadedthe people;that they 
ſhould expoRſtulate the marcer with the king, to know cer+ 
tainely his intention, The king anſwered in ſuch ſort as a- 
ny ſound and indifferent judgement might well haue been 
ſatisfied, and eafilyhaue ſeene that this rumour was meere- 
ly contrived by enuze and detraftion . Theſe falſe reportes 
and malitious ſuggeſtions greatly troubled the kings mind, 
and when hee vnderficode that bis vncle afpired to the 
Crowne., and-{tudied how to bring his purpoſe ca cfteR, 
not without bewayling the preſent [tate of his countrey, he 
asked counſell of the Duke of Lancaſter and ſome others, 
(whole diſpofitions hee wiſtiuſted not) what courſe they 
would aduiſc him to in tlys behalfe.
